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MR. CHAMBERLAIN REPLIES 
TO MR. TREVELYAN. 

AND BLAMES MR. GLADSTONE FOR PRE- 

VENTING A LIBERAL REUNION—CAR- 
DINAL MANNING INDIGNANT. 


LONDON, June 29.—Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain writes a sarcastic letterin reply to Sir G. 
O. Trevelyan’s letter of yesterday. The latter 
controverted Mr..Chamberlain’s previous decla- 
ration that nothing but the refusal of the 
Gladstonians to make concessions in their Irish 
programme prevented the reunion of the Lib- 
eral Party by saying that the Gladstonians had 
made concessions on every disputed point. Mr. 
Chamberlain now says that Mr. Trevelyan’s 
statement is simply a long apology for his short 
life as a Liberal Unionist. ‘‘He has uncon- 
Qitionally surrendered,” says Mr. Cham- 
berlain, “and is now vainly striving to 
prove that he secured a valuable con- 
sideration beforehand.” Mr. Chamber- 
lain continues: ‘Mr. Trevelyan  mis- 
quoted my speech at the Liberal Union. I 
indicated that Mr. Gladstone’s speeches showed 
that he had abandoned the policy expressed in 
his home rule bills whereby the dissidents’ op- 
position was justified. Mr. Trevelyan says [ 
thereby meant that Mr. Gladstone was willing to 
make changes in his Irish policy which, if made 
w year ago, would have secured the support of 
myself and a majority of the Liberals who voted 
against Mr. Gladstone. I meant nothing of the 
kind. There is all the aifference in the world 
between a confession of failure and a promise of 
amending. We have secured Mr. Gladstone’s 
admission that he must alter his original pro- 


posals, but we have utterly failed to extract 
Trom him the nature of his remedial proposals or 
nesurance that they would meet the conditions 
which we have repeatedly and cleurly laid 
flown. The Round Table conference failed pre- 
cisely at the point where it was necessary for 
Mr. Gladstone to say whether he accepted or re- 
jected those conditions.” J 

Cardinal Manning writes to the Times pro- 
testing against its circulation of the statement 
from Rome that “the Irish mission of Mgr. 
Persico and Mgr. Gualdi, nad been revoked at 
the instance of Cardinal Manning and Arch- 
bishop Walsh, of Dublin, and branding the 
latter two as active promoters of separatist 
intrigues.” The Cardinal says: “I gladly 
unite myself with Archbishop Walsh. He is 
btt slightly known iu England, except in the 
Gescriptions of those who are fanning the 
fiemes of animosity between England and 
Ireland. I am known in England, both to the 
Ministers of the Crown and to the leaders 
of the Opposition, and I will leave it to 
them who well know my mind to answer for me, 
and I, who know the mind of Archbishop Walsh, 
will answer for him. Weare neither intriguers 
nor separatists.” In conclusion the Cardinal 
Bays: “If, Sir, I have written with unusual 
warmth, I confess tha: I hold that resentment is 
sometimes a duty, and this issuch a time when 

our words touch our highest responsibility and 
nflame more and more the heated contentions 
between two peoples whom justice and trnth 
would still bindin peace and unity. Task you, Sir, 
as an act of justice, to give this @s prominent a 
piace in the Times as you have unwarily given 
W the unhappy imputations.” 

The Jimes, in an editorial, excuses the first 
enarge which Cardinal Manning complains of 
by saying that it had simply reproduced a 
Reuter Telegram Company’s dispatch from 
Rome. It assures the Cardinal toat it has no 
desire to meet the other charge by either gloss 
er evasion. It would judge Archbishop Walsh 
vy his own written and spoken'words. He was, 
in a very strict sense of the word, a separatist. 
It was sorry if it had wrongly been led to be- 
lieve that Cardinal Manning was a warm sup- 
ree of Mr. Gladstone’s separatist policy, but 
f the facts were so, no peculiar. interpretation 
of language could alter them. 

It is stated that Mr. Hoimes, Attorney-Gen- 
eral for lIreland,is about to be raised to the 
Irish bench as Justice of the Court of Common 
Pleas; that Mr. Gibson, now Soliciter-General 
for Ireland, will succeed him as Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and that Sergeant Peter O’Brien will be- 
eome Solicitor-General. 

Tie town of Bantry is suffering from drought, 
and the inhabitants have great difficulty in pro- 
curing water. Capt. Blackburne. of her Majes- 
ty’s ship Shannon. which is stationedin Bantry 
Bay, ofiered to furnish 40 tons of condensed 
water to relieve the town’s wants, but the Board 
of Poor Law Guardians met.and resolved to de- 
cline to accept any favor from the Shannon’s 
Captain in consequence of the insult he had 
offered the inhabitants in seizing Mr. Murphy’s 
yacht for fiying a green flag on jubilee day. 

Prince Aibert Victor of Wales to-day laid the 
foundation stone of the new wing of the Hospital 
for Incurables at Donnybrook. He was fairly 
well received and few hostile cheers greetec him. 
The Prince bas thanked the people of Dublin for 
the loyal addresses presented to him on the oc- 
casion of the visit of himself and his brother, 
Prince George, to the city. He says he is pleased 
with the reception accorded them, and is glad at 
the efforts materially to advance Ireland, which, 
he hopes, will meet with complete success. 

The British Medical Journal says Dr. Morell 
Mackenzie has removed almost all of the fun- 
gus growth that remained in the throat of the 
German Crown Prince when be left home. The 
Journal adds, however, that since the last op- 
eration was performed the Prince has caught a 
somewhat severe cold, the result of which is 
that his pharynxand larynx.are both acutely 
congested, the part in the vicinity of the growth 
being less affected than the others. The local 
swelling has caused some difficulty in swallow- 
ing, butit is hoped that this will be soon disap- 
pear. The case at present requires the greatest 
care and will require it for several weeks. In 
the meantime surgical operations on the Prince’s 
throat wili be suspended. The Prince’s cold 
does not worry Dr. Mackenzie. 

Prince and Princess William of Prugsia have 
started for Berlin. 

The Queen’s garden party at Buckingham 
Palace this afternoon was a great social event. 
Seven thousand invitations were issued. All the 
royal visitors who came to attend the jubilee 
Were present. The party closed the jubilee fes- 
tivities. The King and Queen of Belgium, the 
Crown Prince of Sweden, ana Grand Duke Ser- 
gius and wife, of Russia, departed from London 
this evening, the Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
Connaught, and an august assemblage bidding 
them farewell at the railway station. The Queen 
has gone to Windsor. 

The Mudhook regatta took place on the Clyde 
to-day. In the race for £50 the Thistle and the 
Irex were the contestants. There was scarcely 
any wind until the conclusion of the first round, 
when the Commodore stopped the race and 
awarded tzxe prize to the Thistle, which was 
then 18 minutes 19 seconds ahead of the Trex. 
It is understood that the Fortuna will compete 
with the Thistle and Irex in the regatta on July 
6, aud will challenge the Irex for the Brenton 
Reef Cup.

ARMY ENGINEERS TO BUILD A RAIL-. 
WAY—THE EMPEROR’S HEALTH. 
BERLIN, June 29.—Emperor William is 
aow able to go out daily, but his visit to Ems 

has beén postponed some days. 

A movement which promises to become im- 
portant will be begun this year. A regiment 
pf engineers now stationed here has un- 
dertaken a more extensive task than has 
been assumed in any previous year 
by military engineers. They propose to 
construct a private railway line in Mecklenburg, 
joining Wismar and Carow by way of Sternberg, 
sruel, and Goldberg. The contractor for the 
line has concluded an arrangement with the Col- 
onel of the regiment according to which the 
whole work will be executed at the ordinary 
price. Operations will be begun directly, and 
the road will be finished by the Autumn. If the 
experiment proves a‘ success it is proposed to 
carry on similar operations on a grand scale 
and to employ military engineers in the con- 
struction of all State lines. 

The Strasburg Official Landeszeitung publishes 
an imperial decree relieving Mayor Jaunez, of 
Sarreguewines, who is a member of the Reichs- 
tag, from his functions as a Councillor of State. 
No reason is assigned for this action. 

The Cruez Zeitung publishes a dispatch from

FERRON AND BOULANGER. 

THE WAR MINISTER SAID TO BE IN 

TROUBLE—BOULANGER’S BANISHMENT. 

Paris, June 29.—The commission of the 
Chamber of Deputies appointed to examine and 
report upon the proposals relative to the army 
submitted by Gen. Ferron, the new, Minister of 
War, rejected them to-day. The rejection of the 
proposals has caused a sensation. 

The statement that Gen. Ferron’s proposals 
had been rejected by the commission appears to 


have been erroneous. It is now stated that the 
commission will come to uo decision in the mat- 
ter until Saturday next. 

An unsuccessful attempt bas been made by 
friends of Baron de Selliereto rescue him from 
the asylum, in which he is confined. A 
stricter watchis now kept upon him and it is ex- 

ected he will be moved to the Charenton Asy- 

um to insure his safe-keeping. 

The Radicals are offended at the conduct of 
Mer. Rotelli, the new Papal Nuncio at Paris, in 
appearing as principal guest at a recent royalist 
soirée, and intend to question the Government 
in the Chamber of Deputies about it. 

The Chamber of Deputies, by a vote of 273 to 
240, has agreed to a clause of the Army bill 
which provides that students of the Normal 
School may be drilled at school, and that the 
time thus spent shall be considered equivalent 
to military service. 

The newspapers assert that Gen. Boulanger 
was unaware of the Government’s intention to 
appoint him to the command of the Thirteenth 

rmy Corps until he saw the announcement of 
che actual appointment in the press. The state- 
mentis reiterated that the appointment was 
made for the express purpose of getting Bou- 
langeraway from Paris during the national 
fétes and review in July, thus preventing him by 
his presence from tempting the people into a 
demonstration in his favor and against Germany. 
The police have confiscated the entire issue ofa 
picture representing Boulanger as ‘‘The Savior 
- France,” prepared for distribution during the 
tétes. 


THE AMEER’S ARMY ROUTED. 
BomsBay, June 29.—Natives state that 
Sirdar Novr Mohammed, a leader in the Ghilzai 
rebellion, recently captured Gardez without 
fighting and afterward marched upon Ghuzni. 
He gave battle to the Ameer’s troops twice be-, 


fore Ghuzni, killing 180 of them, and is now be- 
sieging that town. 

Advices from Afghanistan report two days’ 
fighting in the Bukar district. The Ghilzais 
were defeated on the first day, but on the sec- 
ond they were victorious, and at last accounts 
were pursuing the Ameer’s troops. 


Smita, June 29.—Gholam Haider Kahn 
has defeated the Ghilzais near Istadch and 
killed a large nu wber of them. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
BRUSSELS, June 29.—The Chamber of 
Representatives has reduced the duties on coffee. 
VIENNA, June 29.—King Milan, of Servia, 
has instructed Premier Ristics to take measures 
to prevent the return of Queen Natalie to Ser- 


via. A Cabinet crisis is expected if the Premier 
refuses to obey the King. 

St. PETERSBURG, June 29.—The Official 
Messenger announces that 21 persons were tried 
at St. Petersburg between the 7th and 16th of 
the present month on the charges of being act- 


ive members of the secret society called 
the “Will of the People,’ of complicity 
in several murders, including that of Chief 
of Police, Col. Sudeikin; of participation in 
@ number of robberies; ‘of having assisted in 
several dynamite outrages, and of having taken 
part inthe starting of unlawful secret printing 
offices. Three of the prisoners, Frenkelssemen, 
Bielvussoff, and Lebredenko, were acquitted. 
Lopotin, an ex-official; Sealowa, an ofticer’s 
daughter; Sauchomlin, Komashevitch, Kusin, 
and Ivanoff, sons of officials; Jakubovitch, a 
-student; Starodvolsky, a priest’s son; Popoff, 
Jalko, Antonoff, Livadin, and Volnoff, trades- 
men; Geier, an officer’s son, and Dobruskina, a 
woman, were all sentenced to death. The death 
sentences were, however, commuted in *the 
cases ofLivadin and Popoff to exile in Siberia, 
and in those ot the others to imprisonment at 
hard labor. Two others were sentenced by the 
court to terms of imprisonment at hard labor 
and one to imprisonment without labor.

WALTER L. TERRELL’S SUICIDE. 

BALTIMORE, Md., June 29.—The suicide 
of Walter L. Terrell, who leaped from a ferry- 
boat between New-York and Jersey City last 
night, ends the career of a young man who had 
caused his family much solicitude. The notes 
left behind him even heightened the sorrow 
caused by the suicide. His intimation in one 
of them that his mother had broken his heart, 


and now he was going to break his 
father’s, was not only untruthful, but was cruel 
in the extreme to his mother. His father, Mr. 
George Terrell, resides at 1,503 Lanvale-street. 
He said to-day that he believed the direct cause 
of his son’s death was the fact that he was a 
fugitive from justice, and that the detectives 
were looking for him. Walter, who was em- 
aren as acierk by Charles Reed, drug broker, 

ad forged Mr. Reed’s name to a check for $160, 
which was cashed at the Marine Bank. On 
Saturday, June 18, he went. to New-York. He 
Was seen in Baltimore on Monday buthe did not 
Stay longand returned to New-York. Mr. Ter- 
rel said he considered that his son had veen of 
unsound mind since his first attempt at suicide 
by shooting himself in the head. About 5 
o’clock A. M., on June 30, 1884, Terrell, who 
was then about 20 years of age, shot himself 
with a revolver, the ball lodging somewhere be- 
hind the eye. Terrell’s family is of excellent 
standing.

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MRS. BURRALD’S MILLIONS 


SHE OWNS NIAGARA FALLS 
AND ITS SURROUNDINGS. 
BUT CERTAIN WICKED PEOPLE WANT TO 

CHEAT HER, AND SHE SAYS MR. O. B. 
LIBBY IS WITH THEM IN THEIR WORK. 
An attachment was issued in Judge Law- 
rence’s court yesterday against a lady who, it 
was alleged, had failed to pay her board Dill. 
This occurrence, nowise uncommon in itself, en- 
tered into the domain of the extraordinary when 
it became known that the plaintiff was Octavius 
P. Libby, proprietor of the Brevoort House, 
and the defendant, Mrs. Frederica Porter Bur- 
rall, a lady of large wealth, whose possible be- 
longings, in view of certain of her claims, will 
mount up into the tensof millions. The board 
bill is for $2,407 92. There are two sides to it, 
the debit and the credit sides, and also two sides 
to the story, both of which were told to a Times 
reporter yesterday. The first side was told by 
the clerk of the hotel. 
It was told by the clerk because neither Mr. 
Libby nor his lawyers, Goodrich, Deady & 
Goodrich, were willing to speak one word upon 


the matter. The clerk, however, said that Mrs. 
Burrall came to the Brevoort last Fall. She was 


accompanied by her son, who was a dude by. 


srofession, his valet, or tiger—a real imported 

nglish thing named “ Tommy”—her maid, a 
modest young female called Sarah, and a pug 
dog. Mrs. Burrall, her son and the pug dog oc- 
cupiea Rooms 25, 26, and 27 on the second floor. 
Tommy and Sarah occupied, respectively, rooms 
42 and 43. 

Mrs. Burrall and her son ate in the restaurant 
on the European plan. Tommy and Sarah ate 
down stairs on the irish plan, and the pug ate in 
ways distinctly his own, usually taking Tommy 
for a stroll after dinner. The board and rooms 
were charged. They were expensive. Mrs. Bur- 
rall never had paid anything, except a small 

ayment, the clerk believed,i1n December. He 
ooked at the ledger to strengthen his memory, 
and this fact is interesting in view of the 
other side of the story. Mr. Libby had grown 
“weary. SO weary, of waiting,” and was, in fact, 
“longing to liedown and die,” like the young 
woman With the liver complaint in the song, if 
he failed to get the amount of his bill. He sent 
it up often, but only received a note of excuse 
in'response. His custom was to collect weekly, 
butin the cases of expensive and fashionable 
customers this rule was sometimes broken. In 
this instance the amount was so large that the 
tenant could not with safety be dispossesed. If 
she possessed valuable jewelry the clerk did not 
nt it. They had none of her property in the 
safe. 

On the next floor a stout little lady witha 
bright eye, a clear voice, a refined manner, and 
asoft, white house dress smiled pleasantly as 
the object of the intrusion was explained, and 
thought it strange that Mr. Libby could get an 
attachment without serving her with a sum- 
mons. Then she exhibited Mr. Libby’s: receipts 
for money paid him since taking up her residence 
at the Brevoort as follows: Sept. 10, 1886, 
$462; Sept. 27, $530; Oct. 16, $697; 
Nov. 20, $1,445; Jan. 1, 1887, $1,041, 
and March 19, 1887, $1,724, a total, she 
remarked, of $5,897 in nine months. She 
said that her last billran from Jan. 1 to March 
19 without any objection on Mr. Libby’s part. 
No soover was it paid, however, than his policy 
changed and he began to manifest a real or as- 
sumed uneasiness as to her financial solidity, 
having, in fact, begun early in April to intimate 
that all that glittered was not gold. She be- 
lieved that he was acting under the influence and 
in accord with certain parties, who were strenu- 
ously endeavoring to keep her from receiving 
her income, in the hope of starving herinto a 
legal submission. Concerning this she had much 
to say, many documents to present,and the 
story Was as unusual as it was interesting. 

She isthe granddaughter of Augustus H. Por- 
ter, a gentlemen, who, back in the dawn of this 
century, purchased from the State of New-York 
a piece oflanda mile anda quartnr square on 
the Canada boundary line, including all the 
New-York half or two-thirds of the Niagara 
River above, below, and including the falls. 
This very valuable holding, which in- 
cludes the town site of Niagara, was 
transmitted by old Judge Porter to his 
heirs, and Mrs. Burrali’s father received 
an undivided one-third, which upon his death 
became the property of herself and her sister, 
Jane W. Porter, their mother having, however, a 
dower interest of one-third. Her sister and her 
mother, who was a paralytic, went to live at 
Newport,in the Isle of Wight, England. She, 
Mrs. Burrall, was a resident of London, 
whither she had gone to educate her two 
sons. They had no particular trouble over 
the property and had no difticulty im 
attaining her portion of the income until 
certain schemes developed among some of the 
heirs for disposing of a portion of the property. 
It was proposed and desired, she says, to sell a 
part of the estate, the island in the river, includ- 
ing Goat Island, to the State of New-York for a 

ark. All the holders except-herself agreed that 
it a certain bill before the Legislature was passed 
by a certain time they would relinquish all claims 
on the State for payment for the water 
power thus sacrificed. This Mrs. Burrall 
refused, as far as she was concerned, todo. She 
seems to regard this claim as a most important 
one, and when it is remembered that the water 
power of Niagara is 275,0U0 cubic feet per sec- 
ond, or 7,000,000 horse power, which at the 
ruling rate of $40 per horse power is worth 
$280,000,000, the lady’s pertinacity in clinging 
to rights which David Dudley Field’s opinion 
says are clearly hers under the riparian law is 
not to be wondered at. 

The share of herself and her sister, if their 
claim were valued, would be in the neighborhood 
of $60,000.000, and, though her claim has been 
beaten in the courts, it appears none the less to 
have a strong legal foundation. The Niagara 
Park bill having passed, she and her sister re- 
ceived one-third of $525,000, which was set 
apart for the heirs of the Porter estate in 
payment for lands. She accepted the 
money without sacrificing her claim for 
compensation for the water power, and 
strove to maintain this by appealing 
from the decision of the Commissioners to the 
Geveral Term of the Supreme Court and thence 
to the Court of Appeals, being defeated however 
in both suits. The present suit by which her 
property is entirely tied up, according to her 
presentation, is the most interesting of all how- 
ever. The undivided property, half of which is 
hers, embraces 100 acresin the town of Niagara, 
the value of which can be approximated only in 
large figures, since some of the 500 lots 
are valued at $5,000 each. Also 400 
acres along the shore below the Falls 
valuable both as residence and manufacturing 
property. This property the legal representa- 
tive of her sister is endeavoring to divide, which 
action Mrs. Burrall is endeavoring to prevent. 
She says itis a conspiracy to get hold of her sis- 
ter’s property. Her sister is insane. When her 
sister was at the Isle of Wight Porter Barnard, a

When the ofticials went to the house to serve 
it, however, Porter Barnard denied them admit- 
tance, and when they came pext day prepared 
to force an entrance found that Barnard had 
taken her sister to America. All of Mrs. 
Burrall’s story is authenticated, as far as au- 
thentication is possible, by accounts in the 
London newspapers of the matters she de- 
scribes. She next came over here, she said, and 
deprived Barnard of his power of attorney by 
establishing that her sister wus insane when 
it was granted. What she calls the _ Bar- 
nard faction, who, she says, are hotly 
endeavoring to get hold of her _sbis- 
his property, then concluded to have one Benja- 
min Flagler appointed as hersister’s legal repre- 
sentative. This Mr. Flagler, she says, isone of the 
Directors of a hydraulic tunnel company, which 
desires to purchase the very lands which Flagler, 
on her sister’s behalf, has brought suit to have 
partitioned and sold. This, she says, is her rea- 
son for resisting, and she proposes to resistin 
spite of all the board bills and other unpleasant- 
nesses which can be invented. She has a valua- 
vle house in London, but she declares she will 
sell thut before the people who, she asserts, are 
endeavoring to get hold of her sister’s half of an 
immense estate shall succeed in their nefarious 
plans.

THE OREWS AI NEW-LONDON, 


HARVARD THE FAVORITE AMONG THE 
BETTING MEN. 

NEwW-LONDON, Conn., June 29,—This old 
town is waking up in earnest, and realizing the 
fact that the crowning event of the race weekis 
only two days off. The hotels are filling up, the 
betting men are completing their investments, 
and the oarsmenafew miles up the river are 
putting on the tinal touches to their six months’ 
training. Harvard’s University and Freshmen 
eights, Yale’s University crew, and the Colum- 
bia Freshmen were all out on the river to-day. 
In the morning there were not many curious 
strangers about, and the Cambridge ’Varsity 
crew did some pretty rowing. The Yale men 
were not worked hard, the reason for this being 
the unpleasant proximity of some of the crew to 
a state of overtraining. The Freshman eights 
did as much work as could be expected of them 
on the day before their race. 

So far the Yale launch has been the only 
coaching boat which kept in running order, but 
this afterneon it had a narrow escape from a 
serious smash-up. Asitlay at one of the city 
docks the harbor steamer Gypsy puffed into 
the slip, and in making the pier collided with 
the New-Haven craft, striking the pipes beside 
the boiler and nearly capsizing the launch. 
Steam began to escape from a broken pipe, and 
it looked very much as if the launch would be 


disablea just when she was most needed. Quick 
work by the New-London machinists, however, 
put the boat into running order again to-night. 

When Harvard went out for her afternoon 
practice spin she went over the first mile and 
three-quarters of the course. Two steamers 
were near by when the crew left the float, and 
their rowing before they reached the course was 
80 faulty as to raise the suspicion that its un- 
evenness was intentional. Once on the course 
the crew started at a 32 clip for the first haif 
mile, which gg ' made in 3:15. The stroke 
ran down to 30 on the second half mile, 
but the pace was better, the time to the 
mile flag being 5:38. The ‘eel grass” district 
came in the next half, and to crossit the stroke 
was increased to 32, which was held until 
the boat stopped off the navy yard. The 
time for the third half mile was 2:47 
and for the mile and a half 8:15. There was a 
break in the swing of the crew at No. 5 at times, 
and the eight’s form was hardly what was ex- 
pected of the Harvard oarsmen. But nobody 
expects to see any bad defects when Friday 
makes it worth while for the crew tomake every 
point teil. 

The Harvard Freshmen indulged in a34 stroke 
in their afternoon pull. They splashed consid- 
erably, and occasionally their work was ragged. 
Yale was delayed in getting out by the accident 
to her launch, but when she did appear no 
change was made in her usual tactics. Boating 
men, however, agree thut she can raise her 
stroke several points above the 30-32 which she 
shows in ordinary practice. 

Overtraining is the bugbear of the Yale con- 
tingent. The men are not as lightas they were 
at the end of last week, when they averaged 
only 15749 pounds. They will show an average 
ofa pound more now, but itis along way from 
the condition of the most beefy mun in the boat 
to astate of portliness. No fears are entertained 
that the Harvards are overitrained. ‘they arethe 
favorites in the betting, but the odds given range 
all the way from2 tol to5to4. Both Bob Cook 
and Capt. Rogers, of the Yale crew, said to-day 
that it will be a close, hard race, but that they 
are far from despairing of winning. Their men 
are light, but plucky, and they have faith in 
their stroke. Harvard is beyond question con- 
fident of victory, although, from Capt. Keyes 
down to the cook, everybody at the quarters 
says that the race will be close and hard fought. 

The Harvard Freshman crew is a strong 
favorite for to-morrow’s race with Columbia. 
Betting on the event is light, and is all at long 
odds. The Cambridge boys are heavier than the 
New-Yorkers by 12 pounds or 80 on an average, 
and to-night the race is called a foregone con- 
clusion, although in practice Columbia has at 
times rowed beautifully. 

A corner exists in tickets for the observation 
train torun on Friday. Two enterprising New- 
Londoners bought up most ofthe tickets that 
were not put on sale in New-London, and, as the 
demand is great, the price has been run up from 
$1 to anywhere from $7 to $20. The same fig- 
ures rule in New-Haven, and the speculators are 
becoming interesting in gilt-edge investment se- 
curities. 

There was trouble to-day about the flags that 
mark out the course. The staff at the two miles 
was reported 30 feet too far down the river and 
out of line. Other flags near the finish have 
been stolen, but they have beenreplaced. The 
course is causing more trouble this year, and 
Morris W. Bacon, who looks out for it, has his 
hands full. 

George A. Richards of Boston, has been 
selected for referee of the big race on Friday be- 
tween Harvard and Yale’s University crews. 
He is a Cambridge (England) man, well versed 
in the science of making oars move a boat as 
fast as possibie, and has had experience in con- 
ducting races. He was che referee here in 1883. 
The hour set for the race is 7 P. M., and its late- 
ness will hardly allow any postponement except 
to the next day. Yale will probably have the 
west course and Harvard the east. 

The race to-morrow between the Columbia and 
Harvard Freshmen is called for 6:15 P.M. It 
will be over the last two miles of the university 
course. R. C. Cornell is expected to act as 
referee. Harvard will have the east side of the 
water road in this contest and Columbia the 
west. 

Yale has always been regardea as having very 
comfortable accommodations in Capt. Brown’s 
house at Gale’s Ferry, but the management and 
crews as well would be glad to have quarters of 
their own, after the fashion set by Harvard. 
Plans for securing a house, or better still, building 


one to meet the needs of the oarsmen, have been - 


discussed for a long time, and now there is a fair 
likelihood that they will come to something. 
Just below the present Yale quarters there isa 
beautiful site on the river’s bank, which seems 
to be naturally adapted to the use to which Yale 
hopes to putit. The landis owned by a gentle- 
man who has expected to build a Summer 
cottage on it, but who is understood to be 
willing to let the college men take the property 
for their building without charge. In return 
the owner of the land can use the quarters after 
the excitements of race week are over and the 
crew men are scattered forthe enjoyments of 
vacation. 

Before the University of Pennsylvania men 
left New-London after their defeats by Yale 
they tried to arrange fora series of races with 
that college, the arrangement to cover five 
years. As the adoption of such a compact 
would have to be submitted to a university 
meeting by the Yale management, positive ac- 
tion on Peunsylvania’s proposition will have to 
be delayed until after the opening of the college 
year in the Fall. As long, however, as Harvard 
continues to row Columbia, Yale will be 
ready to meet the Philadelphians. With the 
Cambridge and New-Haven men the so-called 
‘*gide races” have been believed to be valuable 
principally for practice. It has happened, to be 
sure, that Harvard has lost a race to Columbia, 
and the New-Londoners, who have seen many 
crews, prophesy thatatime willcome in the 
next few years when Yale will lose a race and 
Pennsylvania will winit. But as long as Har- 
vard tries conclusions with Columbia, Yale is 
not likely to give up a race with the crew from 
the State of William Penn.

WALL-STIREET SORRY IN IIS 
OWN PECULIAR WAY. 
WHAT THE SYMPATHETIC PEOPLE DOWN 
THERE SAY ABOUT GOULD’s cOoUP— 

A SCRAP OF HISTORY. 


Wall-street just now has ears for but one 
theme and an eye only for one spectacle—Cyrus 
W. Field, a lamb, led to the slaughter by Jay 
Gould and Russell Sage. 


In some quarters a disposition has been 
shown to quote Wall-street asin a merry mood 
over the shearing of Cyrus. That is all wrong; 
hilarity is nowhere manifest; that which is mis- 
taken for jollity is but the earnest, if perhaps 
peculiar, mode in which Wall-street fashions 
grief and sympathy overwhelming. True, there 
have been no indignation meetings held yet to 
excoriate the heartless Gould and unfeeling 
Sage. True, also, public sorrow does not yet 
escape through public assemblies of men vow- 
ing vengeance. And true, yet one more time, 
nobody even stands on a corner proclaiming, 
“Tam sorry!” Yes; and true, still again, there 
are thoughtless folk who have glibly said: 
“Served him right!” Thisis in no way signifi- 
cant, though, that Wall-street’s heart isn’t all 
right, welling up and running over with loving 
kindness and tenderest condolences. Why, in 
half an hour you can find a thousand people 
who would be downright delighted to march in 
upon the suffering Cyrus and—talk his troubles 
over with him. Wall-street’s soul has been 
touched; only, by a bare possibility, the thing 
that has been touched of a good deal keener in- 
terest to Cyrus is Cyrus’s pocket. 

“Heavens! What a sight!” ejaculated Will- 
iam R. Travers, as once upon a time he looked 
out of a broker’s office toward the Wall-street 
pavement; ‘‘Heavens! What a sight! There 
goes a lawyer down the street with his hands in 
his own pocket !” 


And Cyrus Field, delving in his own pocket— 


even at the behest of Jay Gould, bludgeon-armed 
—is a spectacle quite as unusual, quite as affect- 
ing, as any that ever the witty Travers saw. 
Pockets are not new game to Mr. Field, mayhap, 
but his own pocket !—that no man has ever been 
base enough to accuse him of rifling. 

Mr. Field caused it to be announced yesterday 
that he and Mr. Gould continue as good friends 
as ever they were. Similarly amusing aver- 
ments to the same effect came from Jay Gould and 
Russell Sage. Ona very warm day—and that is 
the sort of a day that has become very abundant 
in Wall-street lately—such cheerful proclama- 
tions have plenteous refreshment in them. When 
Jay Gould masters a victim he doesn’t send him 
around right away as a human sandwich to ad- 
vertise Gould weakne:ses and wickednesses. The 
victim is very lucky to get around at all, and 
mightily glad he is to be mum tothe mummest 
degree. ' 

It has been figured out by some authorities 
that Gould and Sage took Field's stock away 
from him onan allowance of $90 ashare be- 
cause a certain Gould check is said to have 
passed through the Clearing House for $4,500,- 
000, which, of course, just pays for 50,000 
shares at 90. There are reasons, however, for 
naming the price as 90 other than the amount 
of that big check. And there are reasons, too, 
for saying that that four-million-five-hundred- 
thousand-dollar check wasn’t for Mr. Field any- 
how. Certified checks were sent all over Wall- 
street, to the offices where Field’s stock was be- 
ing carried on margins during the break of Fri- 
day, thus precluding the imminent dauger of 
having to sell the holder out ‘‘under the rule.” 
The money represented in those scattered checks 
eame from Jay Gould. Thus was Cyrus Field 
**saved;” thus was he ye under obligation; 
thus, also, was he relieved of his 50,000 shares. 

It isn’t that a dicker has been made by reason 
of which one man hands over pruperty in ex- 
change for millions of hard cash from another. 
Simpler it is to understand it merely as a trans- 
action through which Financier No. 1 hands 
over bis possessions to Financier No. 2 because 
Financier No. 2 has charitably turned-up at an 
opportune moment to pay No. l’s debts. It’s 
very easy when you understand, but Cyrus 
Field isn’t testifying that there is anything like 
@ profit in it. 

It is disputed that Mr. Field accepted $90 per 
share for his Manhattan stock, one official state- 
ment in Mr. Field’s interest putting the price at 
$120, while another official statement in Mr. 
Gouid’s interest says $125 was paid. It may be 
said that $90 was paid in cash, Gould and Sage 
generously giving Field a put on 50,000 shares 
of Manhattan at 7142. If by thehelp ofthis 
*privilege” Mr. Field makes (as he has been 
 eierseomten 30 points net—that is, if Western 

Jnion scales par—his 120 is realized. But— 

This isn’t the first time that Cyrus Field has 
had his trousers salted by Jay Gould With the 
industrious bumble-bee, Here is a@ little tale 
that never bas been told before in the presence 
of the plebeian public. One of Mr. Field’s family 
vouches for it, and the moral of it, which is to 
be taken fully to heart, is that Uncle Cyrusis a 
guileless old gentleman while Jay Gould is full 
of sad deceitfulness. It happened a half dozen 

years ago that the Devourer Gould and tne 

ambkin Cyrus made a little combine to scoop 
the dear public out of its investments 
in Manhattan Elevated stuck, the same which 
now turns up as the latter day disturber 
of peace and bank accounts. The twain agreed 
that by all the tactics within their reach they 
would do their level best to knock the life out of 
the stock market and bag big profits. They 
would go short of stock by the basketful. They 
would plaster the Stock Exchange all over with 
the stuff, convince the Street that it was utter- 
ly worthless, and then, asa grand finale, ** cov- 
er’ their transactions away down close to the 
cipher mark, and hola a little jubilation as 
they divided up the profits. It isn’t difficult to 
remember some of the features of that cam- 
paign; courts were utilized, newspapers were 
prostituted, Wall-street was kept under a rat- 
tling fusilade, Manhattan went down more or 
less, according to programme. 

** We are getting along bravely,” quoth Cyrus 
to Jay one afternoon, Thus goeth the story. The 
stock was down in the teens. Mr. Gould was 
personally managing the pooi. 

“We are getting along bravely.” It was 
upon and elevated train going up town, when 
business hours were over, that Cyrusis credited 
with having spoken. 

** Yes, very fairly,” answered Jay. 

*Bravely! bravely!’ Thus Cyrus. 

* But don’t you think we had better take a 
rest, Mr. Field?” Thus Jay, ingratiatingly. 

* Arvest! Whatin the world can you mean, 
Mr. Gould!” Cyrus thus, in a tone bubbling over 
with amazement. 

‘Weil, it strikes me, Mr. Field,” says Jay, 
with all his mild-mannered insinuation, ‘it 
strikes me that we’ve about struck bottom. It’s 
mighty hard for my brokers to sell any more at 
any price. And I really think, Mr. Field, that 
it’s about time we were covering our contracts.” 

‘*No! no—ah!” procested Cyrus, * Why, man 
alive, we can knock it down a good deal lower 
and sell all the way down!” 

‘Perhaps we can,” answered the languid- 
toned Gould, * but I guess you will have to try 
to manage the pool yourself, Mr. Field, for the 
fact is that I’ve done all I can do; I am sure of 
that.”

* You see, Cyrus, it has been very difficult all 
the way along to get anybody to take what 
we’ve been offering, and, the truth is, that most 
of what we've sold I—Il’ve had to buy myself.” 

As modern improvements go on, newspapers 
will be equipped with drop curtains. One be- 
longs right here to shelter the effervescent Field 
vocabulary. In mournful numbers hear this 
wail from that distressing hour: 

“DoIsleep? DoI dream? 
Do I wonder and doubt? 
Are things what they seem? 
Or is visions about?’ 

Jay Gould was “‘short” of thousands of shares 
of stock on joint account with Cyrus Field, while 
on hisown personal account he was * long” of 
the same big pile. Cyrus is said to have de- 
nounced this as rank robbery, but in the old 
time before his spirit: was purified by this latter 
day discipline, Cyrus was severer than a 
philanthropist should be. It was an exceeding 
costly jomt account. But all life is educa- 
tion, say the philosophers who invent pat 
phrases, and, perhaps, after all the olden 
experience may have served a providential 
purpose in preparing the distinguished financier 
for this that has come later. The poets assure 
us that shorn lambs are entitled to tempered 
winds; but there is such a thing (or so at least 
Cyrus is inclined to view it) as being altogether 
too generous with the tempering.

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A TALK WITH POWDERLY. 


WHAT HE SAYS ABOUT PAUPER EMI- 
GRATION TO THIS COUNTRY. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 29.—General Master 
Workman Powderly to-day detailed facts con- 
cerning child labor gleaned from his long resi- 
dence in the coal regions. He showed how the 
children, whose education was neglected as they 
grew into manhood, would naturally gravitate 
into the Knignts of Labor, illiterate, ignorant, 
and devoid of intelligence. ‘‘These are tne 


men,” continued Mr. Powderly, ‘that the 
Knights of Labor have to deal with, and if 
possible mold into something better. Men who 
cannot read when charges of corruption are made 
can be led hither and thither ng any one who 
may be an enemy of the official simply because 
they cannot add up a column of figures. The 
ignorance of many of the Knights is what 
causes much of the trouble in locals, but it does 
not end there. It makes the men the tool of the 
unscrupulous demagogue and places him under 
influences that bring about a state of affairs 
worse than anarchy.” 

Mr. Powderly’s face brightened with hope, 
but it darkened again, as he said: *‘ But there is 
one question that the American people must 
take up that greatly concerns the workingman. 
It is or will become the burning question of the 
day. Anissue which will excel all others in im- 
portance, and that question is the problem of 
the great unceasing flood of emigration from old 
Europe. I am utterly opposed to all forms of 
pauper emigration, and to a great deal of emi- 
gration a and simple. I think a halt should 
be called on emigration until this Nation can 
consider what it is doing in allowing these 
nationalities to enter here and become a burden 
on ourcountry and amenace to the American 
home. As aruling to decide who should be ex- 
cluded I would make it an almost inflexible rule 
that a man or woman who could not sustain 
himself or herself and their respective families 
for one year should not be allowed to land.” 

Mr. Powderly refused to say anything concern- 
ing the statement that Dr. McGlynn intends to 
join the Knights of Labor. The position of the 
General Board would probably prevent such an 
addition to their membership. Mr. Powderly 
and all the conservative Knights are opposed 
to using the order to further any 
Socialistic, Communistic, or land theories. 
They hold, as has been clearly evident 
in recent utterances by Mr. Powderly, that 
the mission of the Knights is to legislate for the 
best interests of the average common sense 
American workman, free from all social revolu- 
tionary ideas. While Dr. McGlynn will not 
be refused admittance, itis clearly understood 
that if he should attempt to raise a party with- 
in a party that the General Board would speak 
and act with decision and emphasis. 


A NEW TUSOCARORA CHIEF. 


THE ORDINATION OF THOMAS WILL- 
IAMS, OF THE BEAR CLAN. 

BUFFALO, June 29.—Thomas Williams, 24 
years old,of the Bear Clan of the Tuscarora 
Indians, was to-day made Sachem and Chief of 
that tribe to succeed the late Chief John Mount- 
pleasant. The ordination was solemnized by the 
anclent civic and pagan rites of the Six Nations, 
and it was an impressive and interesting cere- 
mony. Such an ordination has not taken place 
among the Tuscaroras in over 60 years, and it is 
doubtful whether it will ever take place again, 
as the customs are fast being forgotten, and 


another generation wili find no chiefs left, itis 
feared, who will know the chants, rites, and laws 
of hereditary chieftainship. 

When the venerable and beloved Sachem 
Mountpleasant died last year the tribe lost its 
head and father. He belonged to the Bear Clan. 
His wife, a sister of the noted Indian, Gen. 
Parker, who was on Gen. Grant’s staff during the 
war, was a Seneca of the Wolf Clan, aud as the 
line of descent is through the wife Mount- 
pleasant’s children were of the WolfClan. Alaw 
of the Iroquois requires that the. chieftain 
of the Tuscaroras must come from the Bear 
Clan; so Mountpleasant’s sons were ineligible 
to succession. When the chief aied messengers 
were sent to the Onandagas announcing his 
death, and carrying the wampum, evidence of 
the truth of the message, to Chief Webster, a 
Pagan Inctian and hereditary keeper of the coun- 
cil fire of the Six Nations. He tixes a date for 
the raising up and inauguration of a new chief. 
From the Onondagas the message is conveyed 
to other tribes, and every war chief must attend 
the inauguration of the new Sachem. 

The women of the Bear Clan nominate the 
chief, each brave who seeks the nomination giv- 
ing a show of prowess and wisdom. Their 
choice was Williams, a sub-chief and leader 
among his people, and the chiefs of the tribe 
could do nothing but approve their choice and 
prepare for his rule. All the tribes were repre- 
sented at the raising up to-day, and in the coun- 
cil sat Harriet Maxwell Converse, of New-York, 
an adopted Seneca of the Snipe Clan, 

The ceremonies to-day were opened with a 
Mourning Council, a lament onthe death of the 
chief. All the pagan rites, even to that to propi- 
tiate the EvilSpirit were observed. After the 
Mourning Council the new chief’s qualifications 
were presented, much after the manner of a 
modern nominating convention, Chief Webster 
chanted the laws relating to chieftainship, and 
the new chief was welcomed into the nation by 
each chiet of the visiting tribes. A dance in the 
council house at suuset closed the ceremonies. 
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THE BROKEN FIDELITY BANE. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 29.—Mr, David 
Armstrong has had his bond as Receiver of the 
Fidelity National Bank accepted, and heis now 
in charge of the affairs of the institution. Con- 
troller of the Currency Trenholm and Solicitor 
of the Treasury McCue went to Washington to- 
night, having given to the Receiver and to the 


United States District Attorney here respective- 
ly such instructions as could be given at this 
time. Mr. Trenholm in conversation said that 
he would deal with this bank upon the 
principle that national banks hold a fidu- 
ciary relation to the public, and that 
the profits upon the stock |. are in 
part the consideration for the proper discharge 
of the trust by the officers chosen by the stock- 
holders. And when, as in the case of the Fideli- 
ty Bank, this trust is betrayed by the officers, it 
is the duty of the Government to award exem- 
plary punishment not only to the men active in 
the wrongdoing, but also to those who, beingin 
a position to protect theinterests of depositors, 
neglected or omitted to discharge that duty. It 
is understood that the Controller and the Dis- 
trict Attorney agree that the Government ofli- 
cers will act for the creditors of the bank, and 
that individual suits are not necessary, the Gov- 
ernment regarding it as its duty to exhaust the 
legal liability of oiticers and stockholders in the 
effort to meet claims. Controller Trenholm will 
declare a dividend as soon as the necessary data 
can be collected.

A TOWN SWEPT BY FIRE. 
ELIZABETHTOWN, Ky., June 29.—A lamp 
exploded in the drug store of E. F. Elliot & Co. 
at 10:30 o’clock last night and started a confla- 
gration that has swept away nearly one-fourth 


of the business portion of the town and defied all 
efforts to arrest its course. The alarm was 
given in a short time, but by the time the citizens 
got out, the fire was’spreading. Charles Lott’s 
confectionery store was destroyed after the 
drug stere, and then Bennett's saidlery shop. 
The latter adjoined the Bank of Elizabethtown 
building, in which the Messenger’ newspaper 
office was situated, and it tuok but a_ short 
time to wrap that structure in flames. To the 
west the fire crossed the alley from the drug 
store and devoured the double-front store of J. 
W. Slack and the store of Virgil Churchill. Next 
to the bank and Messenger building was Joseph 
Lott’s residence, with law offices and the Post 
Otlice, which were destroyed. Thence the flames 
swept away Quiggan’s furniture store and 
another building occupied as offices. Shortly 
after 11 o’clock the authorities at Louisville 
were telegraphed to send firemen and an enyine, 
and at 1 o’clock the engine left that city by 
special train. At 1:15 A. M. the fire was got 
under control. The loss will amount to $100,- 
000, with insurance for half that sum.

KERSHAW € CO.’S CREDITORS. 
CuicaGo, June 29.—A decision of Judge 
Garnett to-day will give the creditors ofC. J. 
Kershaw & Co. a chance to find out whether or 


not Eggleston is a special partner in the firm for 
$25,000, as he claims, or a general partner with 
obligations far exceeding thatsum. June 20C, 
J. Kershaw filed in court a petition asking 
that the partnersbip between Eggleston, Dewar, 
and himself might be dissolved, a Receiver ap- 
pointed, and the business of the firm settled up. 
The creditors of the tirm did not like this, fear- 
ing that in such a@ liquidation their interests 
might be jeopardized, and tiled an intervening 
petition asking the privilege of coming into the 
ease to protect their rights, their real aim be- 
ing to show the actual relations of Eggleston to 
the tirm. This step the attorneys for the mem- 
bors of the firm sought to prevent and moved in 
court that tue intervening petition be stricken 
from the files. This motion Judge Garnett 
denied and the creditors will have a chance to 
go gunuing for Eggleston. The effect of the 
decision was generally misunderstood on 
’Change, being taken as a judivial declaration 
that Eggleston is a general partner in the firm.

JACOB SHARP CONVICTED 


ONLY ONE BALLOT NEEDED 
IN THE JURY ROOM. 
THE LONG TRIAL ENDS WITH A VERDICT 
OF GUILTY REACHED IN A SHORT 
QUARTER OF AN HOUR. 


The jury inthe Sharp case, after a delib- 
eration of only 15 minutes, last evening founs 
the defendant guilty of bribery. He will not be 
sentenced before July 13, for the court has beer 
adjourned until that day. 

Everybody was taken by surprise at the quic¥ 
return of the jury. As soon as they went ou* 
the court room was deserted except by the 
defendant’s counsel and thé reporters. Judge 
Barrett retired to his private room, and Sharp 
was taken to the little ante-room at the north 
west corner of the Court House, on the first 
floor, where he smoked a cigar in the company 
of his faithful grandson and the Sheriff's office: 
who had him in custody. Messrs. Parsong 
Stickney, and Mitchell remained seated arount 
the table upon which were piled their law books 
and minutes, and engaged in earnest conversa 
tion. A good deal of it seemed to be devoted te 
denunciation of Judge Barrett, whose charge to 


the jury they bitterly condemnod as unfair to 
the defendant. 


Suddenly, at 9:07, a rustling was heard at the 
main door of the court room and the crowd 
rushing in announced that the jury had agreed. 


Counsel for the defense gave a start of astonish- 
tment and then smiled incredulously. It was a 
false alarm, they said. Mr. Parsons, looking at 
his watch, remarked that as it was 
only 17 minutes since the jury had 
left the jury box they could not have 
arrived at a verdict either way yet. He had 
hardly returned his watch to its pocket before 
the side door opened, and Judge Barrett walked 
oy to his seat. He looked tired and serious. 
mmediately behind him came the erier of the 
court, Capt. Ricketts, and Clerk Waish. Then 
Mr. Martine and his assistants, De ancey Nic 
oll;Col. Fellows, and Mr. Semple hurried in. 

At9:10, exactly 20 minutes after their de- 
parture, the jury returned. If any one had the 
slightest idea that they had only come in to ask 
Judge Barrett a question it was dispelled by 
the appearance of the jurors. Each had 
his overcoat on his arm and 
his umbrella and hatin his hands. They were 
prepared to goto their homes. The jnrors took 
their seats, their young and good-looking fore- 
man, W. J. Canfield, at their head. The people 
who had been filling the lobbies tumbled in, 
treading on each others heels, until the room 
Was more crowded than it had been at any time 
during the trial. 

Then there was @ pause and a hush. Where 
was the defendant? The drama could not goon 
without him. The great iron door of the main 
entrance, which the officers had closed as seon 
as the room was full, opened with a clang, and in 
he walked, his grandson supporting him. But 
as he advanced with his peculiar slow and 
shuffling step Sha seemed to gather 
strength, and, breakin away from the 
boy, he struck the oor smartly with 
his cane and walked to his seat unaided. His 
chair was about four feet from the jury box. 
Mr. Stickney sat beside him, a little nearer the 
Judge’s bench, and Messrs. Parsons and Mitch- 
ell satonthe opposite side of the table. As 
Sharp sat down heturned his chair so that he 
could face, without changing his position, the 
Judge and the jury. He clasped both hands 
over the head of his cane and bowed his head 
like a man who was expecting dreadful news. 

The Clerk stood up, record book in hand, and 
called the names of the jurors. Then he said: 

**Have you agreed upon a verdict, gentle 
men?” 

“ We have,” said the foreman. 

** The jurors will please rise. 
will please rise.” 

The jurors stood up. Sharp looked doubtful 
fora moment. Then he painfully got up and 
stood, stolid, with his head still bowed. The 
room was perfectly silent. The eventful moment 
had come. 

** How say you, gentlemen of the jury,is the 
defendant guilty or not guilty 

Foreman Cantiela lost his head for a moment. 
The responsibility of his position overcame him 

and he replied: 

* N—ot guilty.” 

There was @ mighty start from the crowd. 
Judge Barrett looked dumfounded. Mr. Mar 
tine and De Lancy Nicoll turned pale and looke¢ 
into each other’s eyes. Sharp dropped backeq 
into his chair as if struck vy lightning. A 
these things and many more happened in much 
less than a second of time, and the foreman re 
covered his senses. 

“Beg pardon,” he exclaimed. 
— guilty as indicted.” 

The crowd subsided; Judge Barrett preathed 
again; the color returned to the faces of the 
District Attorney and his handsome assistant; 
Messrs. Parsons and Stickney looked gloomier 
than ever, and Jacob Sharp—he just satin his 
chair and stared at the jury with his small, deep- 
sunken eyes. Not a quiver, not a gasp, not the 
slightest emotion was Visible in that heavy face, 
those broad, stooping shoulders, those great 
hands firmly grasping the eane. Yet he had just 
undergone conflicting feelings on account of the 
mistake of the foreman sufticient to break up the 
strongest man, and he was an old man, nearly 
three score and ten, suffering from disease. 

The Clerk swiftly recorded the verdict. Once 
again he lifted the record book from the desk: 

“Listen to your verdict as recorded, gentl 
men. You find the defendant guilty as charged 
in the indictment. Sosay you all, gentlemen?” 

The jurors bowed assent. The Clerk, address- 
ing himseif to Sharp, asked the customary ques 
tions. 

** Jacob Sharp, how old are you?” 

Sharp evidently dia not understand the rea- 
son for putting this question. He turned his 
his head from the jurs and toward tbe clerk, 
who stood at his desk in front of Judge Barrett, 
and made no answer for an instant. 
situation flashed on him. He partly rose and re- 

lied: “I will be 70 the 6th of next month.” 

e spoke low, but his voice did not tremble at 
all. is nerves seemed to be made of steel. 
Jhen he sat down, and the inquisition went on: 

“Where do you reside?” 

“No. 326 West Twenty-third.” 

Mr. Stickney, who seemed to be a great deal 
more moved than his client, arose and asked 
Judge Barrett if he would give themtime to pre- 
pare a bill of exceptions.. De Lancey Nicoll 
called out to bim, * You want to have the 
jury polled?” Mr. Stickney did not seem 
to understand. Judge Barrett was as anxious as 
Mr. Nicoll that the defendant should have every 
chance. He spoke to the clerk, and the clerk 
asked Mr. Stickney if he desired to have the jury 
polled. After a brief consultation with his asso- 
ciates he said “ Yes.” It was done. The name 
of each juror was called by the clerk, the verdict 
read to him, and he was asked if that was his 
verdict. The answerof every juror was, * It is.” 

There was another pause and a commotion in 
the jury box. The foreman wasengaged iu busy 
conversation with his fellows. In a few min- 
utes he rose and addressed the court. 

“IT peg your Honor’s pardon. The jury wish 
me to say that with the verdict of guilty they 
recommend the defendant to the mercy of the 
court.” 

Mr. Stickney misunderstood the foreman. 
“Did I understand the jury to say,” he asked 
“ that they recommended that Mr. Sharp be par

Neither Mr, Stickney nor Mr. Sharp looke¢ 
very grateful for the jurors’ kindness. Juda 
Barrett waited a few seconds for further mo 
tions by counsel, and, none being made, he 
turned to the jury and addressed them: 

“Gentlemen,” he said, ‘it is with a gratefu 
sense of relief that I am able to release you from 
the great burden which has so long been in- 
posed on you. It gives me great picasure to say 
that a more patient, considerate, and intelli- 
gent jury I have never met with in the 
whole course of my judicial administration. 
It is not my custom to thank jurors 
for their services, any more than I desire myselt 
to be thanked for performing my judicial labor. 
It is my duty to perform it, for which Tam enti- 
tled tono thanks. But I am not willing to allow 
you to return to your avocations and your faml- 
lies Without expressing my gratitude for your 
faithful discharge of your duty. 

To this the foreman added: ‘The jury wish me 
to assure your Honor that we will never forget 
the kindness with which you have treated us. 
You have made us feel that nothing has been 
omitted which could conduce to our comfort and 
make our labors as pleasant of possibile.’ 

Judge Barrett was greatly pleased at this, and 
he rejoined: ‘‘ Gentlemen, in all my efforts you 
have met me more than half way. I hope we 
shall meet again.” 

THE LAST DAY IN COURT. 

The last day of the trial—without taking 
into consideration the verdict and its effect— 
was the most wearying for Sharp of the entire 
trial. The morning session was shorter than 
usual, but from 2 o’clock until 9 o’clockin the 
evening there was only a break of five minutes. 
Yet in spite of tne fatigue he must have ex- 
perienced Sharp looked in better condition just 
before the jury retired to deliberate than he had 
seemed for more than a week. 

The morning was occupied by Mr. Albert 
Stickney with his address tothe jury. He had 


an attentive but not a very large audience, Mr, 
Stickney promised the jury to occupy its time in 
presenting sensible arguments to reasoning 
minds, The charge against Sharp was not com 





iracy, but bribery, the bribery of Fuligraff. The 
jury should not foreet that. Tbe prosecution had 

roved that the people of New-York, represente 
‘tye majority of the Board of Aldermen, had 

compelled some one to pay $500,000 for the 
privilege of building a railroad on wey: 
Somebody had paid this amount, but nobo: 
knew who this somebody was; therefore the 
resecution would ask the jury to convict 
acob Sharp of bribery, and ractically 
sentence him to death, for in Sharp's physical 
condition conviction meant Geath. The expe- 
rience of the Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company 
With the Board of Aldermen was similar to that 
of the New-York Central Railroad with the 
Legislature at Albany. The Broadway Surface 
Company was organized by officers of the 
Seventh-Avenue Company. This company raised 
the $500,000 which was an issue in the case. 
The money said to have been used in corrupting 
the Aldermen was money of the Seventh- 
Avenue Company, not of Jacob Sharp. It was 
used by the company and not by Jacob Sharp. 
Strike out Fullgratt’s testimony and there re- 
mained no evidence against anybody. Without 
it the prosecution could not ask for a verdict, 
and Fullgraff, it shoula be remembered, was a 
man not to be believed under oath, according to 
testimony in the case. If any one connected 
with the Brondway Surface Railroad Company 
had committed bribery it was only because he 
bad been compelled to submit to highway rob- 
bery at the hands of people who represented 
the people of New-York. With intense earnest- 
ness Mr. Stickney shook his right hand at the 
ury and cried “Clean your house! clean your 
fast I do not speak to you personally, but 
to the people of this city, and do not come into 
court and ask for a verdict in such a case until 
you put decent men in office,” x 
“The impression made by Mr. Stickney’s ad- 
dress was that he had made the most of a very 
weak case. He talked a little over two hours 
ard a haif, He spoke earnestly, but withont 
apparent enthusiasm, and his air and his argu- 
ments were those of a man who believed his 
elient should not be convicted because his guilt 
had not been proved. 

In order that Col. Fellows might be allowed to 

sum up the ease for the prosecution without in- 
terruption the court took a recess from 12:40 
until 2 o'clock, At that hour the court room 
contained ail the people it could comfortably 
hold and was boiling hot. In the audience 
was an unusually jlarge number of ladies. 
The length of Col. Fellows’s address might have 
been accepted as a compliment by Mr. Stickney, 
as on Tuesday Col. Fellows said he would talk 
less thun two hours unless the line of Mr, Stick- 
ney’s argument made it necessary for him to 
consume more time. The Colonel talked from 2 
until 6:80 o'clock, and made asplendid presenta- 
tion of the case against Sharp, not forgetting to 
eall the attention of the jury to the extraordi- 
nary weakness of the defense. His denuncia- 
tions of Sharp, the corrupted Aldermen, Lyddy, 
and Moloney, were yenowous in their intensity, 
although in the case of Lyddy it was scathingly 
contemptuous, and in that of Moloney so dashed 
with humor as to call out much laughter. 

Col. Fellows assumed that the jury inwardly 
said when the defense rested, “ And is this all?” 
ashe had. The prosecution had given weeks to 
the case, and the testimony of the defense could 
have been giveninabhalfheur. The jury must 
he assured that on the evidence the Aldermen of 
i884 had been corrupted in the interest of a 

ertain corporation. The head and front, the 

and and mina, the heart and soul, the all in all 
of that corporation was the defendant, The 
theory of the defense was the Calyinistic doc- 
trine that the Aldermen of 1884 were, 
like Topsy, born bad, yet the reputation 
of Ludolph Fullgraff was without a blemish 
when he went into the board, before tempta- 
tioncame. He sided with Mr. Parsons that a 
majority of public officials were not corrupt, 
and not with Mr. Stickney, who held opposite 
views. He did dot agree with the doctrine that 
if public officials were willing to be bribed the 
briber should not be punished. He denied that 
the Sharp case would be the last of the bribery 
trials, and promised that the other indictments 
of the same character would be pushed to trial. 
It did not follow because the evidence did 
not show who offered the $450,000 for corrup- 
tion purposes that the District Attorney did not 
know that person’s identity. There was much 
information on many points in the District At- 
torney’s office that time would evolve in eyi- 
dence. 

The various “strikes” made against Sharp and 
his associates were described under many terms. 
What Lyddy calied remuneration for legal serv- 
ices they called train robbery in Texas. Col. 
Fellows asked the jury not to forget the $500,000 
and its mysterious disappearance. He also asked 
Foreman Canfield to make a note of the various 
sums which, according to the books of the 
company, constituted the amount and showed 
how it was disposed of. The foreman did as re- 
guested. Mr. Parsons asked if such a course was 
not slightly irregular. Col. Fellows said ‘Oh, 
no,” and then told the jury that the entry in the 
books was a transparent lie. Moloney was lik- 
ened toa Mercury and to ashuttle that moved 
through the web that stretched between the 
office of the Broadway Surface Railroad and the 
Aldermanic Chamber. 


The defendant paid very close attention to 
Col. Feilows except when that gentleman in- 
duiged in some of his hottest denunciations of 
Mr. Sharp and his associates, when the old man 
fell to reading an editorialin a Harlem paper 
which had for a-eaption, “Save the Old Man,” 
and in which he was advised to goon the stand 
and tell the whole truth. 

Col. Fellows spoke until 6:30 o’clock. At that 
hour the courttook a recess for five minutes, but it 
was 6:45 before Judge Barrett began his charge. 

After a few prefdtory remarss, Judge Barrett 
said: ‘‘ This is the first time in the history of 
our jurisprudence, I think, that a person has 
been brought to the bar charged with givinga 
bribe. Our duty is to take the law as we find it 
and administer it. Certainly, the crime of giv- 
ing a bribe is serious enough and should not be 
compared with the crime of receivingit. The 
crime before you, however, if it become extend- 
ed would cause more injury than any crime in 
the calendar. There are different ways of brib- 
ing. A Legislature may strike at some existing 
body and by a threat of investigation force mem- 
bers of that institution to approach it. Then 
& Legislature may be approached by those 
who have favorstoask. Bribery mendenne en- 
terprise, and if it were to prevail generally we 
wouid have aseries of monopolists who would 
gain their ends in this way. Education and in- 
telligence might well go if it were possible to 
obtain judgment beforehand. The good, who 
scorn such means, would be sacrificed, and ulti- 
mately our inslitutions would be disrupted, 
The corruption we hear so much about is 
sporadic. So long as bench and jury box is 
honest these sporadic bursts of corruption will 
not extend. 


“The indictment is very brief. It simply 
charges Jacob Sharp, James W. Foshay, James 
A, Richmond, Thomas B, Kerr, and William H. 
Moloney of the crime of bribery by promising to 
give Ludolph Fullgratf a sum to influence his 
actsasan Aiderman of the city. The statute 
says a person who gives, or promises to give, a 
bribe to any person scouring a public oftice to 
influence his acts is punishable, &c. 

“You have noticed that the only direct evi- 
dence of this bribery is that one De Lacy gave Full- 
eraff money. Itis not necessary to constitute 
bribery for the person who is charged to pay the 
money in his own hands, or that the agreement 
should be made inwriting. If there was an under- 
standing that one person should agree to give 
and another to receive the law steps in and says 
that’s bribery. The law says that a person who 
aids directly or indirectlyin procuring the com- 
mission of crimeisa principal. If out of ahundred 
persons one commits a crime and was counseled 
by the others the other 99 are guilty. You ma 
go back till you reach the fountain head, and if 
along the line you meet people who aided or 
abetted they are all liable. If you shouid con- 
clude that De Lacy was not connected with any 
railroad, and should have received money from, 
say, Keenan, that would bring Keenanin, and 
if Keenan got it from Richmond it would bring 
Richmond in, and if Sharp had a guilty know? 
edge of the transaction he becomes a principal. 
Sharp decided to be tried alone. Did the de- 
fendant directly or indtrectly aid or abet the 
commission of this crime? 


“There are only two questions in the case. 
Was Fuligraff bribed? and who are the real 
principals? Is the defendant a principal in the 
commission of this crime? Was Fullgraff 
bribed? This is not an indictment against 
Fullgraff’s associates in the board, but against 
® person who is charged with corrupting Full- 
graff. Is Fuligraff corrupt as proved by himself? 
He says he is, and detailed what oceurred at 
McLoughlin’s house. You are to judge if what 
occurred there constituted a corrupt agree- 
ment. Though he testifies to his own corruption 
by taking money from De Lacey, even if he tes- 
tified to his own guilt, the law requires corrobo- 
Tation. If from other evidence added to his own 
you believe he was bribed the law allows you to 
do s0. What is the evidence claimed to corrobo- 
rate his testimony? He says he loaned $8,000 
of the money and took a note dated Feb. 5, 1885, 
and Carnrick’s bookkeeper corroborated Full- 
graff on that point. The prosecution claim this 
was corroborative. Ihave always held in the 
case of a public officer that the character of his 
record is the best evidence of his guilt or inno- 
cence. 


“Look at Fullgrafi’s action as an Alderman with 
reference to this particular matter, Is it cor- 
roborated in his confession of guilt? On this 
head you have several facts. He voted on Aug. 
6, 1884, in favor of giving the Broadway fran- 
chise to the Broadway Surface Road without 
compensation, exceptthe statutory percentages. 
When the Mayor vetoed the resolutions Fullgratif 
was present and heard the yeto read. He ignored 
the passage relating to the offer of $1,000,000, 
He was at the early morning meeting on Aug, 
30, 1884, and when the resolutions were passed 
over the veto it was done with closed doors and 
Fullgraff voted for adoption. There is much 
evidence in the case which bears upon the ques- 
tion of corroboration. Have you any doubt 
Fullgraff was bribed? Lapprehend that will be 
the least difficult branch of the case, though I ex- 
press no opinion. 

‘“‘Now we come to the second question. If 
Fullgraff was bribed who bribed him? If behind 
De Lacy there were others who put him for- 
ward, the jury have a right to go behind the first 
or second or hundredth principal, and the one 
who aids is as guilty as the one who directly 
commitsthe act. Itis true this is not an indict- 
ment for conspiracy, butif anumber conspire 
to raise money for such a purpose as this they 
are all guilty, and it is a conspiracy, and the 
testimony of one conspirator is admissible 
against another. The law imputes an agency 
from one to the other. When we talk of con- 
S8piracy we simply ask if there is more than one 
principal. 

“Circumstantial evidence is evidence that 
makes a thing clear, necessarily deduced from 
minor facts, The difference between direct and 
circumstantial evidence hus been much written 


about. Some prefer one and some the other. 
Let me illustrate. We have it beyond dispute 
that Mr. Sharp was in Albany in 1884, attempt- 
ing to obtain the passage of a general railroad 
act. Then we have the incorporation of the 
Broadway Surface Railroad Company. There is 
no dispute about that, and it would he circum- 
stantial evidence if you were asked to believe 
that the defendant’s visit to Albany was to pro- 
vide means for the incorporation of the Broad- 
way railroad. That is circumstantial evidence, 
but by the evidence of Mr. Phelps it becomes 
direct evidence. The keynote of the phrase 
‘Without 2a reasonable doubt’ is 
‘reason.’ The doubt must be adoubt born of 
reason. 

**A word or two about certain rules that gov- 
ern when circumstantial evidence is the main 
evidence in a case. The object of evidence is to 
make clear. We look above all things to motive, 
toinducement. Thetwo great motives we are 
brought face to face with in courts of justice are 
the desire of gain and the gratification of pas- 
sion! Where the crime is not physical we look 
for moral foot prints, the actions. conduct, 
thought of the person charged with crime. The 
first thing that oceurs to me is the precise situa- 
tion of the defendant after the passage of the 
General Surface Railroud act. He conld not get a 
franchise without it, but it did not give him one. 
After trouble and expense he opened the door to 


every citizen who had the money and enterprise | 


to come forward and bid for what he wanted. 
The prosecution claims his situation was such as 
to induce him to do all that was necessary to in- 
sure his own success and defeat his rivals. That 
is for the jury to decide. We are told by wit- 
nesses that this was a matter of life and death to 
the Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company. Lt un- 
doubtediy was a serious matter for that com- 
pany and for him, a stockholder, yet the prose- 
cution claim that he had a still greater motive in 
the wealth that was guaranteed by the certifica- 
tion of the new road’s bonds by the Seventh- 
Avenue Compangs, for it has been testified that 
he was to obtain all the stock and bonds of the 
Broadway Surface Company in return for his ser- 
vices in constructingand equipping the road. 

**Now about the raising of the $500,000, The 
bonds were printed under instructions from Mr. 
Foshay, and sold by him and Mr. Kerr witn a 
bonus of first mortgage bonds, and they were 
sold for cash; and the prosecution claims that 
all the circumstances surrounding the issue and 
sale are suspicious, and that another suspicious 
circumstance is that the money was raised just 
before the Aldermen met and gave the fran- 
chise. What became of the money? We do not 
know by direct evidence. The duty of the Sev- 
enth-Avenue Company’s officers was to have 
made proper entries on the books, showing 
what was done with the money, and the 
prosecution claims that no entries were 
placed in the books until 11 months 
after the transactions occurred. The prosecu- 
tion also claims that the money was not spent 
for lands or equipments. It claims that the en- 
tries made to cover this money are false. Shar 
told the Senate committee he had receive 
$237,000 from Foshayin bills. Mr, Sharp has 
said he didn’t know what he did with the money. 
So with $75,000. He received that, too, be said, 
but couldn’t remember what he did forit. He 
also says he was paid $76,000 by Mr. Foshay, as 
he had paid the same amount to Scribner and 
Bright. Itis for you to decide whether you con- 
sider his statement that he received about 
400,000 from Mr. Foshay, but conld not ac- 
count for it, is consistent with innocence, 

“Tf you found Fullgrait was bribed and 
$500,000 was raised by Kerr and Foshay by 
abuse of trust, and you conclude on the whole it 
went for the purpose indicated by Fullgraff, and 
that the effect of it allis that Kerr and Foshay 
are guilty, then the question is, is Sharp’s con- 
nection with them and the transaction proved ? 
[f they corrupted the board and Sharp had no 
guilty knowledge you have to ask what was 
their motive. Did they do this? You have the 
constant meetings between the partners: you 
have the vouchers. If you believe these vouch- 
ers to be false and that he gave them knowing 
them to be so, itis a circumstance to be taken 
into consideration in connection with the ques- 
tion of guilt or innocence. The sending of 
Dowling te Richmond with 
tions is to be considered, and so is 
the testimony of Powell regarding his 
conversation with the defendant, in which 
the latter said he had the board * fixed.” Does 
the testimony show that the defendant had 
guilty knowledge of the use to which the 
$500,000 was to be put, or alleged to have been 
put? If you are entirely ‘satistied that it does 
not you cau acquit; otherwise you can convict. 
Pottie’s testimony should only go to show the 
interest taken in obtaining the passage of the 
General Railroad aet. Eliminate anything in it 
that might throw a shadow an the character of 
the defendant. You are the exclusive judges of 
the fact, and I hope you will not be in the slight- 
est manner influenced by what I have said so 
far as the facts are concerned, only as to the 
law, beeause I may have given more stress to 
the evidence of the prosecution than the defense. 

“This, you must remember, is a case of vital 
importance. It is, indeed, a case of life and 
death, and the defendant should be treated with 
scrupulous fairness. Do not be influenced by 
clamor or prejudice, not if the whole city be 
thundering at the doors, but, on the other hand, 
do nor be influenced by sentiment. If the de- 
fendant is innocent it will be your pleasure to 
acquit him. If he be guilty as you believe no 
suggestion of his great age should induce you to 
acquit him. Here, now, is this solemn honr, all 
passion and prejudice should remain silent and 
all sentiment and ormpany should be relegated 
to the ontside world, When you have rendered 
a verdict which your reason and conscience vin- 
dicates the silence'may then be lifted and you 
may then congratulate yourself on the well 
doing of a faithful service,” 

In answer to a request from Mr. Parsons, the 
court warned the jury that the defendant's fail- 
ure to become a witness in hisown benalf should 
not prejudice hiscase. Then, although Judge 
Barrett said he had eharged the jury on 66 
points on which he had been requested to charge 
by the defense, Mr. Parsons read a number of 
these points, and upon most of them the court 
charged favorably. The charge of the court oc- 
cupied an hour and a half, buf 35 minutes more 
elapsed before Mr. Parsons was willing to hand 
his client over to the tender mercies of the 
jury, and before the 12 men in the pox were per- 
mitted to leave the room it was $:50 o’clock. 

When Mr. Parsons finished reading his excep- 
tions to the charge Judge Barrett said, witha 
smile, ‘If think that covers the entire charge.” 

Mr. Parsons took exception to the remark, and 
Judge Barrett, looking very grave, said, “The 
jury may retire.”

IN THE JURY ROOM. 

The jury were conducted by Capt. Rick- 
etts through the Clerk’s office and Supreme 
Court Chambers into the hall and thence into 
the Special Term Court room. The door was 
closed and each juror knew that the time had 
come at last for his own action, Foreman Wiley 
J. Canfield prepared ballots immediately. No 
attempt was madetotalk the evidence over, 
the will of the jurors being to take a 
ballot first. Congratulations. on the close of 
the trial and one or two remarks as to 
the fairness of the Judge’s charge were all the 
words that passed before the ballot was taken. 


The foreman handed the ballots to each juror. 
On one was written the word “ guilty,” and on 
the other the words “not guilty.” He then 
passed around his silk hat and the ballots were 
dropped into it. Mr. Canfield looked them over 
and announced that every ballot read “ guilty.” 
Some little talk followed as to a4 recommenda- 
tion for mercy, and all werein favor of it ifgfit 
was consistent with the verdict, 

The court officer was rapped for and the fact 
that the jury were ready to come in communi 
cated to Judge Barrett, whe was resting in the 
Judge's private chamber. A more solemn jury 
never entered the court room. 

After Judge Barrett had thanked the jury they 
went back to the Special Term room. Capt. 
Ricketts told them a dinner was waiting for 
them at the Metropolitan Hotel, and they were 
— driven up town. On arriving at the hotel 

urors Meadand Hopping collected their toilet 
articles and hurried home in cabs, Juror Schim- 
mel took his bundle and jumped on a Broadway 
car. The remaining nine ate a hearty dinner be- 
fore going to their homes, 

Foreman Canfleld said the feeling of the jury 
was unanimous-in regard to asking the mercy of 
the court for the defendant, both because of his 
age and feebleness. The jury had not talked o 
the evidence. All had felt that upon it Mr. Sharp 
was guilty. Mr. Canfield also stated that Dis- 
trict Attorney Martine had thanked him for the

MR. SHARP OVERCOME. 

When Jacob Sharp arrived in court, 
which he did afew moments before Judge Bar- 
rett, he walked with cool deliberation to his 
seat. But it was easy to see that the delibera- 
tion was assumed and thatit cost Mr. Sharp a 
great effort. His face was flushed, his lips 
trembled, his hands grasped his cane, and, as if 
to hide his emotion, he talked with his grand- 
son. He looked anxiously around for Judge 
Barrett, and seemed relieved when he 


arrived. Mr. Sharp betrayed some emotion 
when the verdict was heard, and his voice 
trembled as he answered Judge Barrett’s ques- 
tion. He called for a glass of water, and his 
little grandson brought it to him. Then he con- 
versed quietly with Mr, Parsons, Mr. Stickney, 
and his son-in-law. When Sheriff Grant ap- 
peared to take Mr. Sharp to Ludlow-Street Jail, 
the old man rose and followed his footsteps. A 
few shook hands with him—very few, indeed. 
Then Sheriff Grant led the way, and Under 
Sheriff Sexton, with two Deputies, followed with 
Mr. Sharp, through the deserted corridors to the 
stone steps that led to Chambers-street. In the 
street stood the carriage. 

Not more than 100 persons witnessed the de- 
parture of Mr, Sharp. It was not an exciting 
event. One ofthe deputies opened the door o 
the coach and entered it after Sharp, Sheriff 
Grant, and the two other officers had done so. 
Then the driver cracked his whip, and off the 
drove. Little knots of people assembled in Lud- 
low-street and saw Jacob Sharpenter the prison. 
He had recovered what little self possession he 
had lost, and walked quickiy into the jail. He 
held his head down, as if he was particularly 
desirous of seeing nobody.

THE PAPAL NUNCIO, 


DR. M’GLYNN SAYS ROME IS ANXIOUS 
TO BE REPRESENTED HERE 
The Rey. Dr. McGlynn, who wasin town 
yesterday, was asked if he had anything to say 
concerning comments made by Cardinal Gib- 
bons and by a ** well known” Catholic gentleman 
of Washington on his statement about a papal 
representative to be accredited to the United 
States Government, Dr. McGlynn said: 
“ Cardinal Gibbons is represented as saying 
that the Holy See has up to this moment ex- 
pressed no intention of sending a Nuncio to this 


country, and that the Holy See does not even 
entertain any such intention. A morning paper 
which prints this statement calls it a denial 
of what I have said, and a denial of so 
explicit and absolute a character as_ to 
show thatI have heen grossly misinformed o 
else have misupprehended the facts. Now, I 
haye to say that Cardinal Gibbons’s statement 
is not an explicit denial of mine, but is a care- 
fully prepared evasion of what I said, and I 
am morally ¢ertain that, while making this 
apparent denial, Cardinal Gibbons is as 
well aware as I am of the facts upon which my 
statement was based, and I further assert that 
these facts fully justify A statement. The only 
explanation of the Catholic gentleman of Wash- 
ington corroborates most of the facts. I think 
the best that I can do is to state the facts exact- 
za I got them, and let them speak for them- 
selves. 

* A Bishop wno is very intimate with Cardinal 
Gibbons and who must have received his facts 
either from Cardinal Gibbons himself or from 
one who could not have failed to tell the Car- 
dinal what he told the Bishop, told me, 
perhaps a year ago, that the Roman ec- 
clesiastical authorities were anxious to 
have a diplomatic representative accredit- 
ed to and received by the Government at 
Washington, and that Bishop Dwenger, of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., who had but recently returned 
from Rome, had undertaken to sound the au- 
thorities in Washington, and had done so, and 
had sent back word to Rome that nothing could 
be done with the present Cabinet. The 
Bishop also stated to me that Bishop 
Dwenger’s expected reward for this diplomatic 
service was the Archbishopric of St. Louis, 
when the venerable octogenarian incumbent 
Kendrick should have died. Besides the positive 
statement of the Bishop as to Rome’s desire, 
we have confirmation in the fact of Bishop Dwen- 
ger’s recent return from Rome, and his message 
to the authorities there, of which I have just 
spoken, evidently implying that they were aware 
of and approved his intended attempt at nego- 
tiations with the Washington Cabinet; and that 
he knew that the success of his preliminary ne- 
gotiations would be most gratifying to Rome 
and deserving of the exceeding great reward 
which he expected, 

“The Washington gentlemen, besides ridi- 
culing a proposal made tothe President by some 
prelate who, for all that I know, may not have 
been Bishop Dwenger, says: ‘ You have perhaps 
seen it stated that Bishop Dwenger, of Fort 
Wayne, is in favor of such a diplomatic es- 
tablishment,’ and he goes on to say, ‘ This is not 
true.’ Now Lattirm thatit is or was true, as is 
proved by his action as told to me by the Bishop, 
whose name [ think it well not to mention, but 
which, [ feel sure, Cardinal Gibbons can at once 
surmise, 

‘surely Bishop Dwengler’s visit to Washington 
and his sounding of the Cabinet could have had 
nothing to do with this purely ecclesiastical ar- 
rangement. The Washington gentleman badly 
betrays his case, and shows that this very ques- 
tion ofapapal representative at Washington 
has been discussed, and must have heen, if the 
gentleman be correct, very strongly urged.” 

With regard to the reports about his heing in- 
vited to — the order of the Knightsof Labor, 
Dr. McGlynn said that Secretary Turnbull had 
asked him to join the order. Dr. McGlynn re- 
plied that he would consider the matter when 
he returned to New-York. He has not yet made 
up his mind, but sees no objection to joining the 
order if he can thereby help the workingmen. 

Dr. McGlynn will speak this evening in New- 
London, Conn.; to-morrow evening in Middle- 
town, Conn., and on Saturday evening before 
the United Labor Party Association, of the Nine- 
teenth Assemby District, in this city. 

The Papal bull handed to Dr. McGlynn on May 
22 executes itself on him when the 40 days are 
elapsed, thatis on Saturday. The Propaganda 
has said the last word about his case, but there 
is a great deal of interest concerning the way in 
which it will treat his abettors and the professors 
of his theories. Archbishop Corrigan,it is known, 
has written and cabled regarding this point and 
expects an answer and instructions this week. 
The Propaganda has been requested to make 
clear the limitations and extent of the excom- 
munieation as affecting Dr. McGlynn’s followers.

THE POLIIICAL VIEWS 
1WO REPUBLICANS. 
WARM PRAISE FOR MR. CLEVELAND AND 
A WARNING TO MR. RANDALL—SEC- 
RETARY FAIRCHILD SURPRISED. 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Two Republican 
Representatives in Congress were caught to-day 
by the interviewer and were allawed to express 
their opinions on different topics with unre- 
Strained freedom. Mr. Payson, of Illinois, ex- 
presses his entire sattsfaction with the way land 
matters are being handled by the Administra- 
tion, and says that the President's action in the 
Guilford Miller case has greatly strengthened 
him in the West, particularly among the Knights 
of Labor. While the “ flag business” will hurt 
him, hesays: ‘ Mr. Cleveland has tried hon- 
estly to give the country an honest, business 
Administration, and Ido not hesitate te say 80 
whereyerI go. Sum up all the defects in his 
Administration and still you are fairly obliged 
to acknowledge this. [t will not do for our 
folks [the Republicans] to underrate 
his strength, He is a strong and 
formidable opponent. The Democrats are bound 
to renominate him, and he wili make it hot for 
any candidate we nominate.” He expresses 
the opinion that neither Sherman nor Blaine 


will be nominated, and he does not think that 
Mr. Blaine would be elected. It is his belief 
that Sherman would have done better in Illinois 
if he had repeated his Nashville speech, ‘ the 
best speech, [ think, that he has ever made.” 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, talked in a more san- 
guine manner about the effect of the “flag bus- 
iness” against the President, and was par- 
ticularly pointed in his remarks about 
Mr. Landall as a Democratic leader 
of Republicans. ‘*Mr. Randall,” he says, “is 
practically a Republican. Upon all matters of 
principle he agrees with us, He only stays in 
the Democratic Party because it suits him hetter 
to do so. He defends the Democratic Party 
in speeches on the floor of the House 
and in campaigns, and denounces the Re- 
publicans as a party. But he thinks and 
votes with us upon ail the great issues that 
distinguish the parties. Now this session I 
think he should follow us. We will not 
follow him. If he is going to join in the fight for 
protection let him come in and march in the 
rear of our line, recognizing the leadership of 
Reed, McKinley, and the rest of our leaders. 
He is not going to stand at the head of the col- 
umn with his little band beating the bass drum, 
while the Republian Party follows him and helps 
him to reduce the revenues. He can carry an 
independent banner if he chooses, but he has got 
to marehin the rear. He cannot come into our 
party and iead it, not all at onee. Let 
him form his little squad, and when he hears the 
music at the head of our column, let him begin 
to mark time, and then march his followers to 
the tune. There will be music at the head of our 
line and he will recognize it, and his aid will be 
timely but his leadership superfluous.”

Secretary Fairchild was very much surprised 
to-day to learn from a New-York paper that he 
had yesterday given offense ta Mr. C. F. Ulrich 
and Mr. Edmund Stephenson, of the Board of 
Emigration Commissioners, and that he had 
given those gentlemen the impression that he 
had deliberately snubbed them. He had agreed 
to meet them on Tuesday, but when they called 
in the morning he was about leaving the Treas- 
ury for the Cabinet meeting and asked to be ex- 
cused.

When they did return, the Secretary 
was engaged with several persons, and 
supposing that the Commissioners desired 
to return by the afternoon train sent 
wordto them that if they could not remain 
longer in Meter bade they could submit their 
requests tothe department in writing. Since 
reading the accounts of what they proposed to 
talk about, the Secretary says that the proper 
way to make a proposition for the repair of the 
Ward’s Island hospital would be in writing; in 
fuct, he could not act upon a verbal request, and 
a written one would have been necessary if there 
had been a conversation about the matter, As for 
Commissioner Stephenson’s complaint against 
the Oollector for failing to enforce the law 
against the importation of laborers under con- 
tract, that could only be entertained upon a 
written complaint. ‘The visit of the Commis- 
sioners, in the light of these statements, would 
appear to have been somewhat unnecessary at

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WHAT SIOUX CITY WANTS. 


PACIFIC RAILROAD INVESTIGATORS 
HUNTING FAQTS IN IOWA. 


S10ux City, Iowa, June 29.—Two of the 
Pacific Railway Investigating Commissioners, 
ex-Gov. Robert E. Pattison, of Pennsylvania, 
and David T. Littler, of MNlinois, arrived here 
last night from Omaha, and opened proceed- 
ings at 9 o'clock this morning in a parlor 
of the Garrettson House. William F. Fitch, 
General Manager of the Sioux City and Pacific 
Road,testified that he had not heard of any com- 
plaints of discrimination shown by that com- 
pany infavor of or against any shipper. He 
did not regard the Sioux City and Pacific as a 
very important branch of the Northwestern 
Cowpany’s system, but admitted that if tne 


Northwestern did not control the Sioux City Road 
it would have to build a new road to take its 
place. From his knowledge of the business done 
by the Sioux City and Pacific, he thought it 
ought to pay its fixed charges based on a rea- 
sonabie cost of construction. Sixty-one miles of 
the road now had sceel rails, and it was the in- 
tention of the Northwestern Company to take 
up ivou rails and replace thein with steel as soon 
as possible. 

F.C. Hill, of Sioux City, formerly General 
Freight and Passenger Agent of the Sioux City 
and Pacific, testified that since the construction 
of that road the country tributary to it had 
greatly increased in pupulation and prosperity. 
In the 10 years from 1871 to 1881 (when 
he severed his connection with the raad) 
four lines had been built that competed 
for business withthe Sioux City Road, yet the 
business of that road materially increased in 
that time. In answer to an inquiry of Gov. 
Pattison the witness guessed that in 1881 the 
local business of the road was about one-third of 
Pe — business and the through business two- 

irds, 

George D. Perkins, editor of the Sioux City 
Journal, said that the Sioux City and Pacitice had 
always been regarded as one of the best lines of 
this section. The principal complaint by the 
people along the line arose from their 
inability to send goods to the far 
West, owing to the fact that Sioux City was not 
regarded as a competitive point of the Union 
Pacifie system, and there was some anxiety to 
have the Union Pacitic come to Sioux City from 
Norfolk. He regarded the territory through 
which the Sioux City Road passed as very fer- 
tile. The average increase in the value of prop- 
erty at Sioux City within the last 18 yeara had 
been from 200 to 300 per eent. 

Jonas M. Cleland, Mayor of Sioux City, being 
invited to give the commision any information 
in his possession relative tothe subject of its in- 
quiry, said the Sioux City Road had treated 
Sioux City fairly as to rates, except that the 
people of Sioux City could not make western 
shipments at rates to.compete with other places. 
They would like it so arranged if possible, 
that they could have a rate over the Sioux City 
and Pacific to the West by way of the Union 
Pacific which would enable the pork packers of 
Sioux City to gettheir productsinto the West- 
ern country at a fair tigure. As things were 
now Kansas City could ship its hog prod- 
ucts by way of St. Paul to Washington 
Territory at a freizhtrate from $20 ta $40 a car- 
load lower than could be done from Sioux City. 
He thought the land given by Sioux City to the 
Sioux City and Pacific Company at the time of 
the construction of the line had now increased 
in value 500 per cent. 

Goy. Pattison suggested to Mr. Perkins and 
Mr. Cleveland a hypothetical question based on 
the instruction of Congress that the commission 
should investigate the bearing and effect of 
various forms of settlement of the debts due the 
Government by the bond-aided roads. The ques- 
tion in substance was this: Suppose that, rather 
than pay the debt due the Government, the 
stockholders of the Sioux City Road should aban- 
don it, as it has been said they would do rather 
than pay the debt, what would be the effect 
on the community served by that road if the 
Government should take charge of and run it. 
The gentleman to whom the question was put 
thought the effect would be beneficial, provided 
the Government would maintain all present 
connections and add to them. Mr. Cleveland 
thought it would be particularly beneticial pro- 
vided the Government would in such case ar- 
range fora through rate from Sioux City to the 
West, so as to allow shippers along that road to 
compete for the Western business. The Com- 
mnissioners returned to Omaha in the afternoon.

REGULATING NORTHWEST RATES. 

Cuicago, June 29.—The General Manag- 
ers and General Freight Agents of the various 
roads in the Western and Northwestern Rail- 
way Freight Bureau met here to-day to consider 
what rules and regulations should be established 
to provide for uniform action relative to rates 
to and from western and northwestern points, 


and to consider measures by which further de- 
moralization in rates can be prevented. 
After a long and animated discussion, 
it was decided to place in charge of the Chair- 
man the, publication of all tariffs, rules, and 
regulations on competitive traffic. All lines 
pledged themselves to make no changes in the 
rates except by prior notice to the Chairman, 
such notice to hecome effective 10 days from 
the receipt of it by the Chairman. It 
was also decided to include within the 
scope of this resolution not only St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Council Bluffs, and Omaha, but 
also the business from competitive points in 
lowa, Minnesvta, and Dakota. The Chairman 
was also instructed to draw up a form of guar- 
autee to govern the organization, which plan is 
to besubmitted to a meeting of General Man- 
agers to be held in this city July 7. It was also 
agreed that the General Freight Agents should 
convene early next weck to take up the matter 
of rates, and pug all tariffs into line in the man- 
ner contemplated by action of the meeting. 


WILL NOT HAVE THE BRIDGE. 

BALTIMORE, June 29.—Charles G, Peshall, 
of New-Jersey, is nowin this city on his way to 
Deer Park to consult with President Robert 
Garrett, of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. 
Speaking of the chances of the bridge being con- 
structed he said: ‘The people of New-Jersey 
are determined not to allow the Arthur Kill 
Bridge to be erected. Submission in this case 


would inevitably lead to so many other 
similar structures being thrown across the 
stream as to destroy its real usefulness 
as a navigable stream. The six millions 
of tons of freight which annuaily go 
down the Kill, would be sointerfered with that 
transportation would become an exceedingly 
dangerous undertaking. Besides, the citizens of 
Jersey City have been striving hard to have 
that city made a port ofentry. The Arthur Kill 
Bridge, by removing railroad terminal facilities, 
the possession of which the State has been fight- 
ing hard to keep, would not only annihilate this 
purpose, but by obstructing navigation so injure 
the business of Newark as to reduce its Custom 
House receipts and ultimately cause the closing 
of that establishment.” Mr. Peshall will go ta 
Deer Park this afternoon. 


THE READING RECONSTRUCTION. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 29,—About all that 
remains to be done by the Reconstruction 
Trustees of the Reading is to provide for a re- 
duced rental of the Colebrookdale and Pickering 
Valley leased lines, to arrange for the reorgan- 
ization of the Chester Valley Railroad, and to 
purchase or obtain by exchange the divisional 
mortgage of the coal andironcompany. The 


stockholders and bondholders of the Chester Val- 
ley Railroad will meet in this city next 
Saturday to make some preparation for the re- 
organization of the company and a continuance 
of its relations with the Reading. The Reading’s 
plan of reorganization sets aside $15,000,000 of 
the new4per cent. general mortgage bonds, 
which is to be used for the purchase or exchange 
of the divisional mortgages of the coal and iron 
company. Inthe estimated capitalization after 
the reorganization the amount of new 4s used to 
accomplish the exehange is given at $12,186,- 
000. President Fraley, of the Schuylkill Navi- 
gation Company has deposited his securities un- 
der the plan of settlement and others are follow- 
ing his example.

A greater absurdity in legislation was never | concealed or obscured.

The Massachusetts Supreme Court has 
just rendered a decision which will bring 


financial consolation to the soul of every 


wife and widow in the State. By the Massa- 
chusetts law a widow has no right of dower 
provided her husband makes a reasonable 
provision for her in his will. In the case 
under review the widow had been left a 


legacy of $10,000, and she sued to estab- , 


lish her right of dower in real estate held by 
her husband outside of Massachusetts. The 
opinion of the court was unanimous that 
the statute under which the right of dower 
was annulled applied only to property held 
within the boundaries of Massachusetts, 
and that the widow was entitled to an 
equal third of all her husband’s holdings 
outside the State. Massachusetts husbands 
wishing to deprive their widows of the 
right of dower hereafter will have to care- 
fully concentrate their estates within the 
State of Massachusetts before they die. 


The services rendered by the Hampton 
graduate, OLIVER EATON, as an Indian 
scoutin the late Apache campaign should 
be allowed to offset the “‘ relapse into shame- 
less savagery” recently reported of two 
Carlisle graduates by a Senate commit- 
tee.

The present week may be called a wesk of 
eight-oared races at New-London, two such 
contests having already been rowed since 
last Friday and two more being due by next 
Friday night. The original meeting of two 
colleges there has already grown into one 
of four, with the effect of rendering it more 
interesting in proportion as it has become 
less exclusive. Some devotees of col- 
lege racing now make a week of it at 
New-London, and no more time would 
be consumed were the competition open to 
all the rowing colleges. The annual regatta 
at New-London might be made as truly a 
representative exhibition of college oars- 
manship as the annual May meeting of the 
undergraduate athletes in this city is of 
skill in field and track sports. There would 
of course be no necessity for admitting spe- 
cial institutions, like agricultural colleges, 
to such a competition, as was the case in 
the former attempt to form a general col- 
lege rowing association, and it would be 
easy to provide regulations that would pre- 
vent wholly incompetent crews from enter- 
ing and thereby hindering the real contest 
or adding labor to the trial heats. 


MR. SHARP’S CONVICTION. 


The jury in the Sharp case was out thir- 
teen minutes and found a verdict of “ guilty 
as charged.” This shows that after listen- 
ing carefully to the evidence, to what was 
to be said on both sides, and to the fair and 
colorless charge of the Judge, not one of the 
twelve men had the least hesitation in re- 
gard to his duty. The jury was one of un- 
usual intelligence and high character. 
While all or nearly all its members went 
into the box with an admitted impression 
in regard to the merits of the case, yet every 
one of them under close examination ex- 
hibited a spirit of fairness and freedom 
from bias that would enable him to 
judge simply by the evidence and render 
a verdict in accordance therewith. It is 
to be said for the counsel for the defense 
that they showed no desire to get men into 
the jury box of a low order of intelligence 
or subject to prejudices or liable to be in- 
fluenced by unworthy considerations. The 
effort on both sides appeared to be to get 
intelligent and fair-minded men. The re- 
liance of the defense was evidently from 
first to last upon a failure of evidence to 
connect SHARP with the bribery which they 
did not venture to deny or attempt to dis- 
prove. SHARP’S own confidence was clearly 

based, not upon any consciousness of in- 
nocence, but upon a belief that the business 
had been so skillfully managed by and 
through others that his connection with 
the corrupt proceedings could not be proved. 
Probably the defense was surprised and 
bafiled by the array of evidence actually 
produced. For the most part it was circum- 
stantial, but there were so many circum- 
stances all pointing to one conclusion, and 
all inconsistent with a plea of innocence, 
that it wasimpossible to break their force 
as evidence, and the defense was driven 
back to a constant reiteration that no direct 
proof of SHARpP’s complicity was produced.

It was shown that he was constantly at 
the headquarters of this band of conspira- 
tors, a leading spirit among them, and that 
he was the one to be most benefited by their 
success. MOLONEY was the constant go- 
between from those headquarters to the 
room of the Aldermen, and to him tfesolu- 
tions concocted in the office of ROBINSON, 
SCRIBNER & BRIGHT were sent to be adopt- 
ed by the Aldermen. SHARP’s close rela- 
tions with MOLONEY and knowledge of his 
doings were clearly shown by the testimony 
of PEARSON, who was asked by SHARP him- 
self to see MOLONEY and sign the call for 
the famous early morning meeting. SHARP 
was shown to have declared his confidence 
in the action of the Board of Aldermen in 
advance, because that was “ fixed.” 

But probably the strongest evidence of 
guilt in the whole case was the raising of 
$500,000 on the bonds of the Broadway 
and Seventh-Avenue Road for purposes that 
were concealed. This was done by SHARP 
and his immediate associates, and the other 
Directors acted as mere dummies. The os- 
tensible purpose of this issue of bonds was 
shown not to be the real one, and the books 
of the company were used not to exhibit 
but to conceal that purpose. The proceeds 
went into SHARP’s control, and he was un- 
able or unwilling to account for them. Be- 
fore the Senate investigating committee 
he professed not to know what was done 
with kundreds of thousands of dollars. 
The use of that testimony on the trial 
constitutes the chief hope of his counsel for 
overturning the judgment of the court. We 
have no doubt that Judge BARRETT gave 
the question of its admissibility the most 
careful consideration, and we have con- 
fidence in the soundness of his ruling. 
But without this evidence the failure to 
account for the use of this vast sum of 
money would have been convincing. . Mr. 
SHARP was at liberty to go on the stand 
himself and explain this mystery, to clear 
up a point on which his case largely de- 
pended, but he did not do it. There is no 
possible inference except that he could not 
do it without exposing his own guilt.'There 
could hardly have been a case more com- 
pletely proved without the actual testi- 
mony of witnesses directly concerned in the 
acts of corruption. 

The defense of SHARP was deplorably 
weak, notwithstanding the array of coun- 
sel of unquestionable ability and zeal, and 
this was due to the overwhelming strength 
of the case against him. It was impossible 
to break the array of facts and circum- 
stances or resist the current of conviction 
which they produced. For the thorough 
working up of the case of the prosecution 
and the masterly array of evidence against 
the accused great credit is due to Assistant 
District Attorney N1coLL, who has exhibit- 
ed a degree of skill and a mastery of 
the case rarely at the command of a 
man of his years and experience. As we 
have said, the main hope of the counsel for 
the defense is to get the verdict set aside on 
account of the admission of SHARP’s own 
statements before the Senate committee, and 
this may account in part for the feebleness 
of their efforts after that evidence was ad- 
mitted. But the caution which Judge BarR- 
RETT has habitually shown and his evident, 
desire to give all possible latitude to the 
defense and afford them no foothold for 
valid exceptions leads to the conviction 
that he felt perfectly sure of his ground on 
this question, and what he feels sure of is 
likely to stand the scrutiny of the higher 
courts.

A HEAVY RESPONSIBILITY. 

Mr. FAIRCHILD, Secretary of the Treasury, 
hardly appreciates, we fear, the position in 
which he is placed and the tremendous re- 
sponsibility resting upon him. We have rea- 
son to believe that he has deluded himself 
with the idea thatif he did what the law 
required him to do, and, where the law left 
him discretion, used it for the best interests 
of the public, he would be fairly fulfilling 
the duties of his office. We doubt if it ever 
occurred to him that, having come into his 
office so recently, he was, nevertheless, re- 
sponsible for laws passed a half score years 
ago, and that the provisions of these laws 
were subject to modification or nullification 
by him whenever called upon by the New- 
York Tribune. This wretched state of igno- 
rance on his part is the less excusable be- 
cause the newspaper referred to has several 
times, and in a clear and authoritative 
manner, pointed out to him his duty, and 
warned him of the consequences of neglect- 
ing or evading its instructions.

But 
the Tribune must admit that when it de- 
mands that Mr. FAIRCHILD shall divine the 
operations of Mr. Jay GouLp’s mind, and 
foresee the result of an undivulged scheme 
on his part to “down” Mr. Cyrus W. FIELD, 
and make the plans of the Treasury accord- 
ingly, it is making a demand which, if it be 
not unjust, (and we should hesitate to at- 
tribute injustice to so august a tribunal,) is 
at least terribly severe. 

We beg the Tribune to remember that even 
its own columns, despite its peculiar means 
of information, showed no sign of the 
real cause of the late flurry in Wall- 
street, now known to all, and Mr. 
FAIRCHILD may fairly be held excus- 
able if he did not foresee the game Mr. 
GOULD was playing and did not protect 
Mr. FIELD and a thousand other victims 
from the pitiful consequences of the suc- 
cess of that game. We do not make 
this appeal to the Tribune for mag- 
nanimity 80 much for Mr. Farr- 
CHILD’s sake as for that of the Tribune 
itself, Its authority asa financial oracle is 
s0 great, so much abovo the Constitution 
and the laws, that it can afford to be gen- 
erous to a poor Secretary of the Treasury 
who cannot perhaps at once grasp the situ- 
ation. It ought, we should say, to give him 
a little time in which to get azcustomed to 
his task. If, say by the opening of Con- 
gress, in his first report, he does not show 
that he is ready to take the Tribune as his 
absolute guide and to put away from him 
any prejudice in favor of mere statutory 
law, then we shall give him up, and wait 
with mingled awe and pity to see what will 
become of him. 


MR. LACOMBE’S SUCVUESSOR. 

Corporation Counsel LACOMBE makes one 
very surprising statement in the interview 
reported in another column. Beingasked to 
give his opinion asto who was most worthy 
to be named as his successor, he said to the 
reporter: ‘‘You are the first person who 
has asked me this question.” Perhaps 
we put too broad a construction upon 
Mr. LACOMBE’s remark, but it unmistakably 
implies that not even Mayor HEwitTtT has 
thought it worth while to ask Mr. La- 
COMBP’s opinion concerning a matter of the 
highest. importance to the city, in respect 
to which he is in a position to give informa- 
tion of peculiar value. 

If the Mayor has determined to ignore the 
conspicuous fitness of Mr. DEAN, which Mr. 
LACOMBE justly and heartily recognizes, 
if he is convinced also that it is not 
worth his while to consider Mr. Scott’s 
equipment for the place, and in par- 
ticular if he has perfect confidence 
in his own unaided judgment, then of 
course no word of criticism need be uttered, 
nor need any surprise be felt that he has 
neglected to invoke the counsel of the pres- 
ent incumbent of the office. Butitis per- 
fectly well known that Mayor Hewitt 
has taken counsel in other quarters where 
considerations of personal fitness and of 
professional capacity would be the last and 
the least of all the influences exerted to 
guide his judgment. 

If the outcome of the Mayor’s delibera- 
tions should be the passing over of those 
who have had practical acquaintance with 
the work and with the staff of the office 
and the choice as Corporation Counsel of 
Mr. MorGAN O’BRIEN or Mr. CHARLES F. 
McLEAn, or of any other gentleman for 
whose appointment only political reasons 
can be found, the community, we are 
sure, would be compelled to revise its 
present extremely favorable estimate of 
Mr. HewIitTr’s administrative wisdom, and to 
remind him rather pointedly of some of his 
well remembered assurances that the city’s 
business interests would be put above his 
own or his party’s political necessities dur- 
ing his term of office. 

Butin spite of many disquieting reports 
we trust that the Mayors actual inten- 
tionsin respect to this appointment aremuch 
loftier than those with which he is credited 
by the politicians. 


THE EDUCATION OF CYRUS. 

It is now between five and six years since 
the triple alliance of Messrs. GOULD, SaGE, 
and Fred has been generally recognized in 
Wall-street and regarded as an important, 
if not a controlling, factor in every move- 
ment in the properties in which they were 
jointly interested. When the alliance was 
formed it was predicted by persons familiar 
with finance, and especially with those 
operations in it which Mr. Jay GouLD has 
for many years been permitted to perform, 
that this would result in a valuable appen- 
dix to that well known and classical work, 
the Cyropedia. Cynics and pessimists 
foretold with malign glee and good men 
with sadness that the result of CyRus’s con- 
sorting with GOULD would be that GouLp 
would have all the money. Prophets of the 
former variety have from time to time ex- 
pressed impatience that the transfer had not 
been effected. Some of them began to think 
that either Mr. FIELD must be smarter or 
Mr. GouLD more easily satisfied than ex- 
perience had led them to believe. 

The partnership of the wolf and the lamb 
has from of old been unhappy for the lamb, 
and this was a partnership for the shearing 
of lambs into which the sanguine Crrus 
suffered himself to be betrayed. For all 
the years that it has lasted it has 
seemed that his success justified his 
courage. His fleece, then white and 
tempting to the shearer, grew dingier 
with each succeeding season. What seemed 
the flesh of a Spring lamb became tough mut- 
ton. Tothe pathetic bleat which had re- 
proached the perfidy of TILDEN succeeded 
a rancorous and formidable cry. Still he re- 
mained unshorn, and it seemed incredible to 
the operators and the on-lookers that this 
heavily fleeced object, so unmistakably 
rammy of aspect and of odor, could so short 
atime ago have seemed a tender young 
thing suggestive of green” peas and mint 
Satce. 

% Yet now it seems that he has been a lamb 
all along, not less lamblike at last than 
when he wailed piteously for that he was 
bereft of his fleece in 1879 by the unsympa- 
Mr. TrLpEN. Itisa touching proof 
of the essential childlikeness of Cyrrus’s 
nature that,

even after being thus shorn, he 


shearer and suspected nothing so long as 
the wily man kept his shears in his pocket. 
He even resented the terms in which the 
shearer was defamed by a reckless press, 
and in his, own press, which it 
would be wicked to call reckless, 
he uplifted plaintive bleats to show 
how Mr. GovuLp was misjudged and how 
many nice men consented to sit in direct- 
orates with him. He fully believed that 
he himself was a shearer and butcher, the 
kindly, simple, misguided soul, instead of a 
lamb. Indeed, there were circumstances 
that strongly encouraged him to take that 
view. He was permitted to “put in pegs” 
and to “sustain the market,” and so forth, 
all at his own proper risk and expense, and 
even when the end was near he rejoiced 
with a simple gladness that his exertions, 
under the counsel of his astute friend, had 
held Manhattan at 1561y, 


“Pleased to the last he crops the flowery food, 
And licks the hand just raised to shed his blood.” 


He has parted with his fleece, the growth 
of eight years, he says “at satisfactory 
prices.” No man with a check for even four 
millions and a half in his pocket ought to 
feel entirely hopeless. The sympathetic 
Mr. RUSSELL SaGe is reported to have said, 
“‘ CYRUS still has some money left. It is all 
wrong to report that he is dead broke.” It 
is safe, however, to say that if he would 
keep what he has left Mr. Frerp will do 
well to transact as little business as may be 
with this estimable and sympathetic per- 
son, late his trusty ally. and still more 
strictly to avoid the counsel of his other 
late ally. The truth is that Mr. Fretp is 
too good for the trade he has been following 
during these latter years. To change the 
metaphor under which we have been set- 
ting forth his position, he has been like a 
gentle divinity student who, in unseemly 
haste to berich, takes up the profession of 
piracy. The professional pirates, his ship- 
mates, have every advantage over him. He 
faints at the sight of blood; he has 
been brought up to consider it wrong 
to knock a peaceable person on the head 
and to go through his pockets, he has scru- 
ples about setting fire to ships crowded with 
passengers. The bardened professionals 
have no such scrupies, nor have they any 
about treating a fellow-pirate of a gentle 
and timid disposition in the division of the 
spoil just as they treated the peaceable 
passenger in the acquisition of the same, 
They either deny him his share of the pro- 
ceeds or they knock him down and take it 
away from him. It must be owned that 
since Mr. Fretp has sailed under the 
Jolly Roger he has done his best to 
stifle his scruples. Me has ‘hammered 
down” stocks that “» desired to buy by 
representing them to the public as worth- 
less, and “‘ pegged up” those that he desired 
to sell by representing them as ineffably 
precious. There is no device of his com- 
panions in the way of hoisting false 
colors and representing the pirate craft 
as an innocent fisherman in which he 
has not borne an active and to all appear- 
ance a cheerful part. People who jndge by 
externals only declare that he is just as bad 
asthe others. Butto refute these accusa- 
tions it is only necessary to point out that 
they have his swag in addition to their 
own. We doubt whether he is as yet pre- 
pared to point to his stock now in Mr. 
GOoULD’s safe as a proof of his own essential 
and innate innocence, but the Cyropaedia 
will not be completed till he is able to re- 
joice over his escape from' bad company even 
on these painful terms.

OHIO’'S COLD WATER MEN. 


MEETING OF THEIR STATE CONVENTION 
—WHAT THE LEADERS SAY. 

DELAWARE, Ohio, June 29.—The Prohibi- 
tion State Convention was called to order at 2 
o’clock this afternoon by B. 8. Higby, of Youngs- 
town, Chairman of the State Executive Commit- 
tee. The Rev. C. Elwood Nash was chosen tem- 
porary Chairman. Other temporary officers 
were elected and the convention adjourned till 9 
o’ciock to-morrow morning. 

There has been some change of sentiment since 
yesterday as to a Gubernatorial candidate. 
Prof. Frost, of Oberlin College; C. L. Work, of 


Portsmouth; Martin Ridkey, of Cleveland, and 
W. Howard Doane, of Cincinnati, appear now to 
be the leading candidates. Mr. Doane is thought 
to have the largest support. He is a wealthy 
manufacturer, who has become known over the 
entire Christian world through the beautiful 
Sabbath school music of which he is the author. 
There was a meeting of the Platform Committee 
to-day, and they are reported to have agreed 
upon the declaration of principles to be present- 
ed to the convention. There will be a woman 
suffrage plank. The labor plank of last year, 
somewhat broadened, will be incorporated. 

The sensation of the day has been an utter- 
ance by ex-Gov. St. John at a meeting last 
ae in regard to the rebel flag matter. St. 
John denounced President Cleveland on account 
of his course in the matter, and closed by eaying 
that the Government would be in much better 
business if, instead of fooling with the rebel 
flags, it would take some pains to guard the boys 
of the land from the evil ofdrink. This out- 
burst by St. John has been much commented 
upon. There are many delegates who are in 
agreement with the sentiment expressed, whilea 
large class have different views. During the 
afternoon it was frequently urged that there 
should be a rebel flag plank in the platform, but 
the discussion it has excited has led to a belief 
that it is a matter which had better not be 
touched. Such a plank could do little good, and 
would probably offend the South, which is the 
stronghold of the prohibition movement. 

J. B. Finch, Chairman of the Prohibition Na- 
tional Executive Committee, said in an inter- 
view: “ The national leaders are here because 
1887 is the opening of the battle of 1888. But 
Ohio is no moreimportant than New-York. All 
State Conventions will be attended. The vote 
will be largely increased this Fall. The lines 
must be formed for « great advance in 1888, 
and our leaders and workers must know each 
other. Ohio represents ‘‘the revenue from 
vice’ idea and the “beer Sunday” idea, 
and the Prohibitionists are ready to 
join issue here with the leaders of 
the Republican machine. Prohibition can be 
enforced in large cities, as has been couclusively 
proved by Mayor Hewitt’s successful enforce- 
ment of the Sunday prohibition in New-York, 
the District Commissioners’ enforcement in 
Washington, and the present enforcement in St. 
Louis. But if it should be demonstrated that 
immoral elements so control as to prevent the 
enforcement of righteous laws, then Cincinnati 
is a part of Ohio and Ohio will enforce its laws. 
The law prohibiting prostitution and gambling 
is not enforced in Cincinnati. But that is no 
argument against law prohibiting them in Ohio. 
The legislation of a State must never be de- 
graded to the level of the centres of 
vice andcrime. My opinion is that if the Repub- 
lican Party in 1888 dare say anything on the 
liquor question it will adopt the European plan 
of raising revenue by peng ip, Prag rernonae 4 in- 
stitutions and declare for “‘ high license.’ 
seems to be wholly in the power of the anti- 
Sunday, anti-temperance, anti-God element in 
the country. In New-York it has already 
licensed gambling and will probably next license 
prostitution. The Democratic platform of 1888 
will probably be silent on the question. I doubt 
if it Gare keep in its anti-sumptuary plank.”

SIX INCHES OF RAIN IN ONE 
From the Savannah News, June 28. 

The almost continuous rainfall since Sun- 
day morning is one of the heaviest Known in 
Savannah since the Signal Service was estab 
lished. During the 24 hours since 6 o’clock Sun- 
day night until 6 o’clock last night the fall was 
a little over 6lginches. The total since Sunday 
morning is very nearly 7% inches, almost an 
inch more than the average for the entire month 
in 15 years. The rainfall since June 1 is 9% 
inches, hardly 3 inches less than the total for the 
five months from Jan. 1 to May 30, Theaverage 
daily rainfall for June since the signal station 
was established has been 2.34 inches. It was 
raining at daylight yesterday, and it kept it up 
all day, pouring at times and then slacking for a 
few minutes, only to come down again in tor- 
rents. At 11 o’ciock last night the rain had let 
up almost altogether, but at midnight it began 
again. The indications from the 11 o clock bul- 
letins were for a continuance of rain to-day, but 
lighter than yesterday.

GOOD-BYE TO ALMA MATER 


A SMALL ARMY OF GRADUATES 
FROM HARVARD. 

A PERFECT DAY FOR THE COMMENCE- 
MENT EXERCISES—THE ALUMNI DIN- 
NER IN MEMORIAL HALL. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 29.—With the 
exception of the heat, a more perfect day for 
Commencement at Harvard College could hardly 
have been desired. Early this morning the old 
boys and the undergraduates mingled in the col- 
lege yard in fraternal enjoyment of the past, 
the present, and the future. At9 A.M. came 
the first regular business of the day, when the 
Overseers met in their rooms in Memorial Hall. 
The number of honorary degress conferred this 
year is unusually small, only two receiving the 
honor of an LL.D. These were Prof. Charles 
Eliot Norton, of Harvard,and Frank C. Trum- 
bull, Ph. D. The degree of S. D. was conferred 
on Hermann A. Hagar, and that of A. M. on 
Charles C. Smith. 

At 10 o'clock the military feature of Com- 
mencement Day was furnished by the arrival of 
Gov. Ames, under escort of the red-coated 
Lancers. The attendance of Alumni was a large 
and distinguished one, and among those who 
marched in procession to the theatre shortly 
after 10 o'clock, or later gathered around the 
tables in Memorial Hall, could be seen men who 
bave made their mark in all the varied callings 
and professions to which the college graduate 
has access. About this time also the polls were 


opened in Massachusetts Hall for the election of 
Overseers. The polls remained open until 4 P. 
M., and shortly after that hour the choice was 
announced of James Russell Lowell, Henry P.

EDUCATION AND POLITICS. 


EX-GOV. HOADLEY’S ADDRESS AT DART-~ 
MOUTH COLLEGE. 

Hanover, N. H., June 29.—Dartmouth 
College Commencement exercises had an extra 
feature this year in the centennial anniversary 
of the Dartmouth Chapter of the Phi Beta 
Kappa Society. The annual meeting of the 
society was held this morning, when last years’ 
officers were re-elected, with ex-Gov. Noyes, 
of Ohio, President; Prof. John K. Lord, 
Vice-President; Prof. C. F. Richardson, 
Secretary, and Prof. ©. H. Pettee, Treas- 


urer. Twenty-one of the graduating 
class having obtained the prescribed degree of 
scholarship, were admitted to membership. 
Immediately after the meeting the members 
marched in procession to the college church, 
where the centennial anniversary exercises were 
held. Ex-Gov. Noyes presided, and another ex- 
Governor of Onio, George Hoadly, delivered 
the principal address, and naturally drifted into 
the relation of the Phi Beta Kappa Society to 
politics. He deplored the failure of our scholars 
to lead parties, and the fact that the use of 
money resulted in bringing little men to the 
top, and continued: 

“The course we are now taking destroys the legiti- 
mate faction and uses of party. To-day ithe lines 
of party are obscured, and there is no question of 
which it may be said that all Republicans oppose all 
Democrats. Would this be soit scholars led our po- 
litical parties? If interests in measures, rather than 
in fortunes of men. determined place in party coun. 
sels? My own observation convinces m6 that 
in the great cities numbers ofmen live dur- 
ing tho whole year by bleeding party com- 
mittees and candidates during campaigns, and 
that boodle Aldermen, bribed legislators, and star 
route thieves are the natural and inevitable result 
of the present system. Is there no remedy for these 
evils? The difficulty is to convince the American 
people of the need for remedial action. Once awaken 
the conscience of the people to wrong and 
correct it they will. The spoils system and 
the use of money in elections, twin-misbe- 
gotten ~ monsters, will die just as soon 
as the American people are persuaded of their dan- 
gery Then we Shall again see political parties ar- 
Tayed by divided opinion, leaders followed for their 
power as teachers rather than as distributors, trust- 
ed because of their wisdom in the appreciation of 
principles to governmental action; then, and not till 
then, will the scholar again take his place as the 
nolitical leader of the American people in arous- 
ine public sentiment to this its most necessary 
political work. The members of this society are 
called to play a great part. Its motto indicates at 
once our duties as citizens and the hope of our cor- 
orate existence as a people. If P pony be not 
he guide and governor of our political life, then it is 
vain and worthless, and this experiment of a free 
republic, like so many of its predecessors, must be 
confessed to be a failure.”

BUBEAR WINS EASILY. 


THE ENGLISH OARSMAN RUNS AWAY 
FROM TEN EYCK. 


WORCESTER, Mass., June 29.—The three- 
mile single scull race between George Bubear, 
the English champion, and James A. Ten Eyck, 
of Worcester, for $500 a side, was rowed on 
Lake Quinsigamond this afternoon, and was won 
by Bubear easily. The race was rowed over the 
old college course, north of the causeway, one 
mile and a halfup the lake and back. The men 
have been in training at the lake for several 
weeks, and unusual interest attached to the con- 
test, as it was Bubear’s first match in American 
waters, 


The 2,500 spectaters that lined the causeway 
and formed groups at Regatta Point and other 
places along the course included an unusual pro- 


portion of out-of-town sporting men. Peter 
Duryea, Bubear’s backer, was here, and many 
Boston sporting men, including James Keenan, 
of Boston, who accompanied the oarsman to 
England last year. The four-oared crews of 
Cornell University and Bowdoin College, which 
are to contest for the intercollegiate champion- 
ship here on July 5, were also spectators of the 
race. The most interested spectators apparent- 
ly were the professional oarsmen, who were out 
on the course in their shells in great numbers. 
Among them were Join Teemer, the ex-cham- 
pion; Wallace Ross, of St. John; George H. Hos- 
mer, of Boaton; Albert Hamm, Fred A, Plais- 
ted, of Portland; Daniel Breen, of Boston, and 
Peter Conly, of Portland. 

Shortly after 4 0'clock,the referee, Daniel Down- 
ey, of this city, accompanied by the newspaper 
men started up the course onthe steamer Apollo 
toinspect the turning stakes. This being accom- 
plished the oarsmen were summoned to the 
course at 5:15 o’clock. The betting during the 
afternoon had been quite lively, ruling general- 
ly at 100 to 75 on Bubear, though at times the 
Worcester men were disposed to ask even great- 
er odds. Several thousand dollars changed 
hands on the result, all the professionals winning 
heavily. The members of the Cornell crew 
scooped about $200 on the race. At 5:25 o’clock 
the men drew up on the line on either side of 
the referee’s boat. As they lay on their oars 
waiting for the word the difference in their con- 
dition was very noticeable. Ten Eyck seemed 
smalland emaciated by the side of his burly 
antagonist. There was a difference of ‘28 pounds 
in their weight, Bubear rowing at 163 pounds 
and Ten Eyck at 135. There was also a differ- 
ence of at least 10 years in age in favor of 
Bubear. 

_Bubear won the toss and took the Shrewsbury 
side of the lake. Ten Eyck got the better start, 
but kept it only for a few strokes. He started at 
32 strokes to the minute, but Bubear spurted to 
36, and at Regatta Point, one-eighth of a mile 
from the start, he had a clear lead. From this 
point the race became a procession. Bubear in- 
creased his lead to the stakeboat, pulling hard. 
At this point hehad a lead of four or fivelengths. 
He reached the turning stake in 9:23 from the 
start, and Ten Eyck turned in 9:36. 

On the homestretch Ten Eyck seemed tired, 
though he spurted gccasionally. Bubear always 
responded, though for the most part he rowed a 
28 stroke well within his powers. Ten Eyck was 
rowing anywhere from 30 to 32 all the way 
home. Bubear crossed the finish line about 
three lengths ahead, in 20:16 1-5, Ten Eyck’s 
time was 20:31. Both -.men steered finely. 
Bubear haa the race well in hand at every point, 
and came in as fresh apparently as when he 
started. He could doubtless have rowed the 
course 20 or 30 seconds faster if he had been 
pushed. 

At the close of the race the two contestants 
shook hands from their respective boats. While 
this was going on Peter Duryea, of New-York, 
from the stern of a working boat propelled by 
the brawny arms of Wallace Ross, made the an- 
pouncement on the referee’s boat¢that, he would 
match Bubear, for any sum from $500 to $5,000, 
to row George W. Lee a three-mile race, with a 
turn, and give Lee five seconds’ start. Wallace 
Ross has deposited $50 forfeit to row Bubear.

TREMONT BREAKS DOWN 


TROUBLE WITH HIS’ FEET 
CAUSHS HIS RETIREMENT. 
THE SALE OF LANCASTER ON THE 
TRACK LEADS TO A ROW—BLOHM 

& CO. AND MR. ROWE AT ODDS. 

“Tremont has broken down.” The mes- 
Sage went from lip to lip at the races atthe 
Coney Island Club’s track yesterday, and was 
confirmed by the Messrs. Dwyer, who thus 
verified what has been repeatedly stated in THE 
TIMEs, and as repeatedly denied by other news- 
papers. It was a source of regret to every 
lover of racing that this wonderful colt, 
who was unbeaten in his 2-year-old 
form, should have been forced to be put out 
of training. Tronbdle with his feet, which the 
best of treatment has failed to heal, is the cause 
of his retirement. The Messrs. Dwyer and their 
trainer, Mr. McCabe, believe that the colt may 
yet recover from the troubles which now make 
him usetess for racing purposes, and be able to 
run and win in his 4-year-old form, and so add 
still others to his present unbroken record of 13 
successive victories. 

His retirement does not by any means indicate 
that the racing daysofthe great colt are over, 
and that hereafter he will be relegated to. the 
work of a stock farm. Mr. Philip Dwyer believes 
that the troublein his feet may yet be over- 
come, and he may be fit to win great races in 
atakes to which he may be eligible next year. 
All their friends certainly hope this may be the 
case. 


There was little specially interesting or ex- 
citing in the races run yesterday, and the day 


was what would be called commonplace in spite 
of the fact that there was a good crowd present 
and that betting was very lively. The cmef ex- 
citement came after most of the people had 
started for home. Lancaster had won the sell- 
ing race, and, in accordance with its conditions, 
was brought to the judge’s stand and offered for 
sale for any bid above $1,000, theentered selling 
price. The horse is easily worth much more 
than that sum, and James Rowe, trainer 
of the Fairfax Stables and the owner of War 
Eagle, and others wanted to buy him. He and 
Lancaster's present owners, Blohm & Co., bid 
against one another until Messrs. Blohm & Co. 
had to bid $2,005 to keep the animal. The purse 
he won was worth only $500, so that Blohm & 
Co. had to pay $520 for the privilege of win- 
ning the race. Thatis, they paid $15 entrance 
fee, and then had to pay, $1,005 to keep the 
winner. As an offset to this they got a purse 
of $500. Of the $1,005 bid above the entered 
se_ling price, one-half goes to Mr. Martin, owner 
of Susie Forbes, who was consequently very 
happy. 

But Blohm & Co. were very mad, and at the 
conclusion of the sale threatened to assault Mr. 
Rowe, who had made their victory such an ex- 
pensive one. Mr. Rowe was protected by his 
friends and the police. Blohm claimed that the 
whole thing was a put-up job to make trouble 
for him, and said he should appeal to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the club to protect him 
from what he called aswindle. He did appeal, 
and that was all the goodit did him. The club 
couldn’t undertake to say that Mr, Rowe’s mo- 
tives in bidding on the horse were due to any- 
thing else thau a desire to own him, for he said 
he wanted Lancaster, and was willing to pay 
$2,000 for him as an investment. 

Young Duke, even though he carried the top 
weight, and apparently enough to prevent him 
from winning, really haa no trouble in captur- 
ing the opening dash at seven furlongs. Most 
of the money of the regular betters went on J. 
W. White, however, and he was made a slight 
favorite in the books, and at the weight he 
looked to be a good thing. Bass Viol, White, 
and Keokuk jumped away in front when the 
horses started, and Colonel Hayes had the worst 
of the start, which was @ very good one as 
a whole. Young Duke 
the party made their trip down the 
back stretch, and that fact didn’t seem to worry 
Garrison a particle, for he allowed the old cam- 
paigner to take things easy and jog along com- 
tortably, only sending him up to the front after 
the party, with Bass Viol, J. W. White, and 
Clatter leading, had rounded the turn and come 
into the home stretch. Then Garrison sent his 
mount along and had no trouble in winnin 
with ease by four or five lengths, with J. W. 
White second, three parts of a length in front of 
Clatter, and ‘the rest well strung out, with Col- 
onel Hayes bringing up the rear, where he had 
been from the start. ; 

A dozen youngsters started in the six-furlong 
race for 2-year-olds, and the talent who plunged 
on Mercury as unbeatable ran up against a sur- 
prise party, for both the winner, Specialty, and 
the second horse, Bendigo, were little thought 
of by the wise ones. But Mercury never was in 
the race, even though Mr. Haggin got an out- 
side jockey, anda good one, Fitzpatrick, to ride 
him. Green Morris’s Sensation filly, Speciaity, 
was good enough to win the dash without any 
trouble, running away from the party at the 
start, and never having a companion in an un- 
comfortably close Leger Garrison on Bill 
Brown and McLaughlin on Bendigo made a rus 
for the place at the finish, which the latter 
finally got by a couple of lengths, Billy Brown 
beating Mercury home by a nose, and the rest 
beaten off. 

Tornado had an enormous load to carry in the 
third race—136 pounds instead of 129 pounds, 
as originally published—ana the addition was 
unquestionably the cause of his losing the race, 
for, although McLaughlin rode him with all the 
skill he possessed, the horse quit when it came 
to the tinal struggle in the home stretch. Tor- 
nado led the way for the first half mile of the 
run of a mile and an eighth, and when well 
down the back stretch gaye way to Epicure. He 
then ran second to him, with Housatonic and 
Thomasia just at his flank. But when the upper 
turn ha been rounded and the home 
stretch was reached Tornado fell back to 
fourth piace, and was too tired to 
respond to McLaughiin’s cali upon him for a 
final effort when Housatonic and Thomasia set 
sail after Epicure. The latter was beaten an 
eighth of a mile from the finish, when Thomasia 
rushed by him and went to the front. The race 
looked asifit was to be added to Garrison’s 
rapidly growing list of winning mounts. but 
Housatonic had speed enough left to beat 
Thomasia home by ascant length and win for 
his backers the very snug odds of 5to 1 which 
were laid against him. The Bourbon was a poor 
third, Epicure a good fourth, and the favorite 
sixth. 

The Universal Handicap, one of the big stake 
events at the Coney Island meeting, turned out 
to be a very commonplace sort of a handicap. 
There had been 75 entries for the event, and 31 
horses were announced as probable starters, or, 
at least, as having accepted the weights, 
and so being eligible to start, In the 
number was The Bard, but this great race 
horse did not start, Mr. Cassatt’s stable being 
represented instead by his handsome chestnut 
colt Amalgam, who does not run s0 well ashe 
looks. Out of the lot of eligibles only seven 
came to the post, and the lot were nono of them 
‘¢oracks,” unless Dry Monopole, by reason of his 
winning the Brooklyn Handicap, or Richmond, 
with a long list of good victories to his credit, 
may be considered as such. The race developed 
into a match race between the two named, and 
the result was almost foretold when the horses 
started on their journey of a mile and an eighth. 

There was a long delay at the post, Mr. Cald- 
well getting down among the horses and abus- 
ing Davis, a colored jockey in Mr. Cassatt’'s 
stable, against whom Mr. Caldwell) has seemed 
to have a personal spite ever since he won the 
Suburban with Eurus. When the starter got 
back to nis stand again he sent the horses, giv- 
ing McLaughlin, who rode Dry Monopole, a fly- 
ing start of three good lengths. The rest of the 
horses were well together, however, except Ben 
Ali, who again sulked at the post, got off slowly, 
and was last away, as he was also last 
throughout the entire race. Dry Mono- 
pole, with the advantageous start he got, 
had no trouble whatever in keeping in front 
of the party by a length or two all the way 
around the big ellipse. Laggard ran next to him 
until the stretch was reached, when Sbauer 
sent Richmond up to that place and gave chase 
to Dry Monopole in good earnest. But Dry Mon- 
opole had no trouble in keeping the lead he 
had, although he could not have held it 20 yards 
further than he did, for when he passed the 
judges winner of the race by a neck he was very 
tired. Richmond was in very good condition, 
and could apparently have run a quarterof a 
mile further as easily as not. Richmond left 
Laggard four lengths behind him, and Amalgam, 
Pericles, Flageoletta, and Ben Ali came along 
home as named. 

Orvid repeated her victory of Monday last by 
capturing the race at six furlongs which fol- 
lowed, and as the betting was 8 to 5 against her 
to win, Mr. Cohen and his friends landed a very 
fair sum in their pocketbooks, She, too, had the 
race her own way from start to finish, and de- 
feated Rowland by a length, he coming up from 
the rear in the stretch and snatching place hon- 
ors from Ordway and Romp, thanks to Bender's 
very clever and energetic riding.

A. A. TALMAGE DEAD. 


ANOTHER SOUTHWESTERN RAILROAD 
MAN SUCCUMBS TO OVERWORK. 

St. Louis, June 29.—The dead body of 
A. A. Talmage, Vice-President and General 
Manager of the Wabash Railway, who died last 
night at Peru, Ind., arrived at the Union Station 
here this morning. Mr. Talmage was a man of 
commanding physique, and his first attack of 
illness, like that which resulted in the death of 
Vice-President Hoxie, was occasioned by the 


strain upon him during the progress of the great 
Southwest strike 15 months ago, 


On Sunday Mr. Talmage decided to go to 
Toledo and try a yachting cruise on Lake Erie. 
A slow schedule was made upon the Wabash, 
between St. Louis and Toledo, and an engine, a 
baggage car, and Mr. Talmage's private car, 
Bergen Point, were prepared for the trip. At 10 


o'clock Mr. Talmage arrived at the Union Sta- 
tion, accompanied by his wife, private secretary, 
J. W. Jackson, of Kansas City, Chief Surgeon 
of the Wabash Western, and Dr. J. Colt, of Litch- 
field, Til. 

About 30 miles from Peru Mr. Talmage was 
suddenly seized with a fainting spell. At Peru 
the doctors remained at Mr. Talmage’s side do- 
ing all that they could for his relief, but it was 
soon 6vident that he could not live. The news 
was broken to Mrs. Talmage and she took her 
place at his bedside. He died at 10:38. 

At midnight the special was made up and 
started for St. Louis on a fast schedule, covering 
the 286 miles between Peru and 8t. Louis in 
eight hours, and running some of the distance at 
the rate of 60 miles an hour, 

Atthe Union station this morning the body 
was met by C. M. Hayes, Assistant General 
Manager of the Wabash Western, and a number 
of the officials and employes of the road, among 
them Mr. Talmage’s son, C. H. Talmage, resi- 
dent engineer of the Wabash. The body was 
taken to the residence, 3,651 Washington- 
avenue. 

Archibald Alexander Talmage was born in 
Warren County, N. J., April 25, 1834. He 
was of Scoich descent, his father having been 
a minister of the Presbyterian faith. At 
15 years of age he was engaged as an assistant 
at a country store in Goshen, N. Y., and 
remained there for two years. When 18 years 
of age he was appointed clerk in the freight de- 
partment of the New-York and Erie Railway 
and remained there for a year. Then he went 
to New-York and worked in a wholesale hardware 
establishment on Dey-street. In the Winter of 
1854 he left New-York and went to Chicago, 
where he obtained a situation with the Michi- 
gan nee as clerk in the freight depart- 
ment. 

He was soon given charge of all the freight ex- 
changed at the lake terminus of the road at Mon- 
roe, then was returned to Toledo, where he re- 
mained until August, 1858. While there he acted 
as trainmaster, directing the movements of all 
trains on the division of which Toledo was the 
terminus, and having chargeof all employes at 
that point. He left Toledo and came toS8t. Louis 
as passenger train conductor on the Terre Haute 
and Aiton Railroad. In April, 1864, he was a 
pointed Assistant Superintendent of the Ohio 
and Mississippi. In 1864 he resigned to accept 
@ position on military roads controlled by the 
Government. Heremainedin charge until the 
Government turned them over to the civil au- 
thorities after the war. 

In 1868 he was appointed Manager of the In- 
dianapolis and St. Louis Railway and in 1871 
General Superintendent of the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Railway. He wasin charge of that great 
system for 12 years. On March 1, 1874, he was 
chosen Fourth Vice-President and General 
Transportation Manager of thecombined Wabash 
and Missouri Pacific Roads. The Wabash short- 
ly afterward was severed from the Missouri 
Pacific ana placed under the control of the 
United States court, with Messrs. Humphrey 
and Tuttas Receivers, and Mr. Talmage was ap- 
pointed General Manager. He entered upon his 
new duties on July 10, 1884. 

His administration of the affairs of the bank- 
rupt road was wonderfully successful. He built 
up a large business on a profitable basis. When 
the Eastern and Western branches of the road 
were separated from one another Mr. Talmage 
was made Vice-President and General Manager 
of the Wabash Western Railway Company, with 
headquarters in this city. 

Mr. Talmage was twice married and leaves a 
widow and eight children.

prior to the examination, and that during that time 
saideattle have not been exposed to pleuro-pneu- 
monia.

THE ASYLUMINVESTIGATION 


THE OHARITIES OOMMISSION- 
ERS TESTIFY. 
@HEY BELIEVE THAT INADEQUATE AP- 
PROPRIATIONS CAUSE THE COM- 
PLAINTS ABOUT WARD'S ISLAND. 


Commissioner Oscar Craig, of Rochester, 
aud John J. Milhau, of this city, members 
of the State Board of Charities, began yes- 
terday morning in a committee room at the City 
Hall, by request of Mayor Hewitt, an investiga- 
tion of the management and condition of the 
City Insane Asylum on Ward’s Island. 
The Commissioners will be aided in their 
work by Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Francis L. Wellman. Mr. Craig, before calling 
witnesses, stated that the inquiry would be 
broad and comprehensive, and it was expected 
the asylum authorities would furnish all the in- 
formation in their power. Anybody who has 
the slightest interest iu the investigation can 
attend tho sessions and ask, questions, or put 
their interrogations in writing and send them to 
the Commissioners direot or through the Cor- 


ation Counsel. Anybody who has a com- 

Paint to make will also be heard in public or 
rivate. 

Pipo far as the Farrish or Ferris case is con- 
cerned, its merits will not be gone into, because 
the case is now in the criminal court. It was 
deemed proper to hear, at yecsenaess session, 
first the Commissioners of Charities and Correc- 
tion and the Superintendents of the asylum. 

President Simmons, of the Board of Charities 
and Correction, which body has the entire man- 
agement of the institutions on the East River 
islands, was sworn. He explained the powers 
of the board, the method of making appoint- 
ments, the way complaints of abuses are in- 
vestigated, and enlightened the Commissioners 
on other points of a preliminary nature. With 
few exceptions, he said, appointments are made 
under civil service rules and always on the 
recommendation of the General Superintendent, 
Dr. Macdonaid. Politicians have nothing to do 
with candidates, and letters of recommendation 
are invariably referred to the General Superin- 
tendent. President Simmons said that politicians 
did not seek places for favorites in the insane 
asylum, because the position of an attendant is 
not a desirable one. The appropriation allowed 
by the Board of Apportionment is insufficient to 
run the institutions of the Commissioners 

roperly. Last year they asked for $1,969,- 
et 50 and got only $1,493,326. 

The insane asylum is overcrowded, and money 
is needed to provide increased quarters, supply 
p better quality of food, and employ a betterclass 
of attendants. 

The present building was built for 1,000 in- 
mates and contains 40 per cent. more than that. 
The annex leased from the Commissioners of 
Emigration for the overflow of patients is un- 
suited for the purpose. President Simmons 
biamed the Board of Apportionment for the 
present condition of the institution. To provide 
additional quarters at the Long Island farm an- 
nex an Immediate appropriation is required. 

President Simmons said that he had not heard 
of many abuses in the institution. There had 
been two or three cases to his knowledge. His 
time is cenerally spent in the Central Office, and 
his visits to the asylum are notfrequent. He 
has complete confidence in the Superintendents, 
and their reports are satisfactory. He never 
heard that inmates were bathed in the same 
water, no matter whether they were diseased or 
not. Some one of the Commissioners visit the 
island daily. Regarding the purchase of sup- 
plies, the witness said it is done by contract 
aud samples are first submitted to the store- 
keeper. President Simmons said that he never 
had personally investigated any complaint of in- 
human or brutal treatment on the part of at- 
tendants. During his examination President 
Simmons frequently consulted with his associ- 
ates and Superintendent Macdonald before re- 

lying to questions, and left the impression that 
+ was not as wellinformed about the affairs of 
the Ward’s Island Asylum as he might have 


Commissioner Porter testified that there was 
no division of duties among the members of the 
board, and so far as visiting the various institu- 
tions. that was optional, The appropriations, 
he said, are inadequate, the asylum is over- 
crowded, and there are not adequate accommo- 
dations for attendants. A ward with a capacity 
for 40 patients contains 80. The inmates are 
excited by their close quarters and made harder 
to manage. Commissioner Porter said he had 
complete confidence in General Superintendent 
Macdonald and regarded him without a superior 
for the position. Investigations of alleged abuses 
are intrusted to him, and when he makes a 
recommendation itis adopted. When the Com- 
missioners hear a complaint they order an in- 
vestigation. Investigations are of almost daily 
occurrence. The witness had visited asylums 
at home and abroad, and was of the opinion 
that the one on Ward’s Island is not excelled in 
management. The saiaries are as large as any 
— in other asylums. There is such great 

itficulty in securing attendantsjand not 1 per 
eent. of the appointments are made on the rec- 
ommendation of politicians. 

The Commissioners have discussed the subject 
of trained attendants, and a course oflectures is 
being delivered for the benefit of applicants 
now. . 

Commissioner Brennan testified that he made 
it his business to visit one of the islands every 
day, and he probably went through the asylum 
once a week. When supplies are not up to the 
sample standard they are rejected, and the con- 
tractors are obliged to replace the invoice. The 
witness knew that tainted meat had been re- 
jected. He favored the plan of training candi- 
dates for appointment as attendants. The 
overcrowded condition of the asylum makes 
the air bad, and it is impossible to give 
the inmates proper attention. There is 
no use of increasing the number of attend- 
ants, because there are no accommodations for 
them. The annex on Long Island should be im- 
proved without delay. Commissioner Brennan 
said that the quality and quantity of food was 
equal to the appropriation. Inmates are main- 
tained at a daily expeuse of 32 cents per capita. 
The allowance for food is about 16 cents per pa- 
tient. The 162 attendants, the witness said, are 
overworked, They go on duty at 6:30 o’clock 
A. M. and go off at 8:30 P. M., with two hours 
oi A force is on all night. 

General Superintendent Macdonald testified 
that the overcrowded condition of the asylum 
made the patients more difficult to handle, in- 
terfered with the discipline and the care and 
cure of inmates. The inadequate accommoda- 
tions made it difficult to retain good help; be- 
sides the salaries paid are too small to retain 
proper attendants. There are frequent dis- 
charges for cause. During the past year half 
of the regular staff of attendants had been dis- 
charged on his recommendation. He submitted 
several annual reports to show that he had re- 
peatedly called attention to the overcrowded 
state of the asylum and the insufficiency of ap- 
propriations. , 

The strait-jacket and shower bath are not 
used in the asylum and patients are not bathed 
in the same water. The clothing supplied in- 
mates is only fairly good. The witness had 
never been influenced by politicians to make 
appointments. The pay of the medical staff is 
insufficient, and senior physicians cannot be re- 
tained in consequence. 

Dr. Macdonald said he thought many of the 
attacks on the management of the asylum were 
re: pry by the Knights‘of Labor, and he prom- 
; to submit documentary evidence to prove 


t. 

Medical Superintendent Trautman testified to 
the rules and regulations of theasylum, and said 
pene ought to havea greater variety of 

‘ood. 

The investigation will be continued this morn- 
ing, and after to-day it will probably be resumed 
at Ward’s Island.

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OVERLOADING FOREIGN SHIPS. 


MR. NATHANIEL M’KAY’S COMPLAINT TO 
SECRETARY FAIRCHILD ABOUT IT. 


A letter complaining of the overloading of 
foreign steam vessels sailing from this port 
was sent to Mr. Fairchild, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, by Mr. Nathaniel McKay, of this city, 
about ten days ago. In response, Mr. Fairchild 
wrote intimating that the United States Inspect- 
ors of Steam Vessels have no authority to pre- 
vent the dangerous overloading of a foreign 
vessel. He also asked Mr. McKay to indicate 
what section of the United States statutes con- 
ferred such authority, and added:* “The de- 
partment also desires that you will furnish the 
names of any master or owner, with the names 
of the vessels they are connected with, referred 


toin your letter, in order that the department 
may understandingly investigate your charges, 
which are serious if substantiated.” : 

Mr. McKay on Tuesday sent a rejoinder to this. 
He refers the Secretary to section 4,488, which 
says: *‘ Every steamer navigating the ocean 
* * * ghall be provided with such numbers of 
lifeboats, rafts, floats, life preservers, drags, 
&c., a8 will best secure the safety of all persons 
on board such vessel incase of disaster, * * * 
and the Board of Supervising Inspectors shall 
fix and determine by their rules and regulations 
the kind of lifeboats, floats, rafts, drags, and life 
preservers that shall be used on such vessels,” 
&e, The following section imposes a fine of 
$1,000 on the owner of a steamer who neglects 
this precaution. Commenting on these provis- 
ions, Mr. McKay says: 

“TItmay not appear to your department and its 
corps of Inspectors that the paramount object of the 
inspection by the Government is the safety of the 
passengers carried, and that all the sections, titles, 
and provisions in the laws and regulations of the in- 
spection service, both in the gross anc the detail, are 
directed to this one end—and this only. It may not 
be plain to your department, either, that ifa vessel’s 
deck be so hampered by her loading that the crew 
cannot handle her properly and the lifeboats be 
easily launched, such a seagoing trim is not in.ac- 
cordance with the demand of statute 4,488. and also 
is not such a provision ‘as will best secure the safety 
of all persons on board in case of disaster.’ There is 


no statute nor title in the United States laws that re. | 


fers to the deck loading of a seagoing vessel. Neither 
is there one that refers to the rudder and its attendant 
gear. But surely i®lies within the prerogative of 
an Inspector to prevent a vessel’s going to sea rud- 
derless or with insufficient steering gear; and the 
difference in the risk to the passengers when aboard 
of a vessel having an insutlicient helm power or 
when sailing in one having boats that cannot be 
launched, is only one of degree. Practically speak- 
ing, it makes no difference to the passenger in 
a gale of wind at sea, in point of security, whether 
the vessel has no lifeboats atallor those that can- 
not be launched; and if an Inspector can under the 
jaw demand that a steamer carry boats, and at the 
same time have nothing to say regarding their 
efficiency, his office is more ornamental than useful 
in your department and to the traveling public, in 
my opinion” 

The farcical nature of the application of many 
of the rules regarding the inspection of foreign 
steam vessels is, Mr. McKay says, known to 
every Jongshoreman here. The clause. for ex- 
ampie, in section 4,488 requiring that the life- 
boats shall be provided with suitable boat-disen- 
gaging apparatus operated by a single person is 
disregarded. “I wouldlike your department,” 
Mr. McKay adds, ‘to name one foreign steam 
vessel sailing out of this port that complies with 
this condition.” The request to furnish the 
names of offenders Mr. McKay regards as super- 
erogatory. “If your department,” says he, *real- 
ly desires information regarding the value of the 
inspection service, as such is applied to many 
foreign steam vessels that sail out of this port, 
it can be had from many sources, one of which, 
Ishould say, would be the Inspectors them- 
selves, who can, perhaps, in contravention of 
my assertions, refer your department to many 
cases where the United States inspection laws 
regarding foreign steam vessels have been carried 
out in spirit and to the letter. Such informa- 
tion would be far more valuable to the American 
public thar any I can give you, and TI hope 
that youwill lose no time m publishing the 
same.”

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WORK FOR THE TWELFTH 


ITS MEMBERS PRACTICE A NEW 
MANGQGUVEE. 

If WAS HOT, BUT THEY STOOD IF LIKE 
MEN AND LEARNED LOTS OF THINGS 
THEY NEVER KNEW BEFORE. 

PEEKSKILL, June 29.—If the State camp 
plateau was a sheet uf tin spread out in the sun 
it could scarcely be any hotter than it has been 
to-day. Since sunrise the sun has been trying to 
melt the regiment into a spot on the ground, and 
not a cloud has appeared to afford even tem- 
porary relief. The flags hung as limp as flags 
can possibiy hang when nota breathof air is 
stirring anywhere, and it has been a roaster. 
Company B’s long-haired black dog has been 
making desperate efforts to break its cord and 
get to the barber’s tent for a shave, and the 
black and white kitten deserted by the Seventh 
has several times expressed a strong desire to 
go down swimming in the inlet. 

And those deluded mortals who think a State 
encampmentis a sort of week’s junketing ar- 
rangement for the National Guard regiments no 
doubt picture to themselves the Twelfth's offi- 
cers reclining in cool costumes in tents, well 
supplied with fans, icewater, and other cooling 
internal and external appliances, while the men 
pass away the time in quarters on a little lower 
scale of magnificence. If there has ever been a 


day when laziness among men in camp in time 
of peace would be excusable to-day has been the 
day. But the Twelfth has’ not abated a trifle 
from itshard and trying work. Every detail 
has been gone through with just as painstaking 
ason any decent day, and the men generally 
have shown no desire to shirk. 

Instead of any lessening of the work of the 
regiment it was added to. The addition, too. 
was by no means to be despised as so much 
more work or as a valuable lesson to the men. 
After the battalion Grill this morning. in two 
battalions, under Col. Jones and Lieut. Col. 
Dowd, the forces were joined on the parade 
ground at the entrance to the camp. Then the 
whole battalion was put through an innovation 
in the system of assault prescribed by Upton. The 
soldiers themselves could not have extracted 
much downright enjoymentfrom the change, but 
they went through it with a vim, and the specta- 
tors on the bluff, under the shade of the trees, 
were furnished about as pretty asight as hasever 
been seen atthe camp. Lieut. Whistler, of the 
Fifth Artillery, stationed at Fort Wadsworth, is 
responsible for it all, as the plan of assault was 
devised by him. He took no personal part in 
its carrying out, however, beyond a lecture or 
explanation to the officers. 

The regiment was drawn up in double column 
at the further end of the parade ground, and the 
enemy was supposed to hold an imaginary fort 
about a quarter of a mile distant. Half the bat- 
talion was deployed as skirmishers and the other 
half held in reserve for a while. The advance on 
the fortifications was made in rnshes, the men 
throwing themselves flaton their faces after each 
rush, Five rushes were made and five clouds of 
dust rose slowly up as the men threw themselves 
down in the work. The last rush brought the 
first line just into the street in front of the mess 
tent, ang when it got up for the final charge it 
was a very dusty looking line. 

The first line was now supposed to be within 
50 yards of the fortifications, and the special 
point of Lieut. Whistier’s tactics was shown. 
The second line rose from its position in the rear 
of the first, and with yells started for the front 
onagrand charge. It leaped over the first line, 
which immediately got up and joined the 
charge, and in a moment the regiment had 
passed through the fortifications and out into 
the grassy parade ground beyond. 

The philosophy of having the second line first 
in the grand chargeis thus explained by Lieut. 
Whistler. The first line having thrown itself 
prone within 50 yards of the fortifications, is in 
no hurry to rise and make the charge, while the 
second, not beingin so safe a position, can be 
rushed on more easily. Itis a pretty way to 
charge an imaginary fortification, anyway. 
For its succesfui execution it is not, however, 
necessary that the mercury should stand at 87° 
in the shade. 

The Thirty-fifth Separate Company, of Ogdens- 
burg, furnished in a great degree the camp’s en- 
tertainment last night. There was nothing very 
hilarious about it, for the company is a quiet 
one. Four or five candlesin pailand tin basin 
relicctors were placed in the company street, 
and the men, with perhaps 150 from other parts 
of the camp, gathered in a semicircle about 
them. The gifted ones in thecrowd stepped 
forth into the open space one by one, and songs 
and recitations followed in rapid succession. 
In the street above Company A red-blanketed 
savages were flitting about in the dim light, and 
uttering screeches that would have made a 
stranger think he had gotten into an Indian res- 
ervation. The Ogdensburg Company woke up 
from the entertainment in good condition, for 
its quarters were pronounced perfect this morn- 
ing. 

The concert this evening was especially fine. 
Lievoldt marched his band this morning over 
into the valley and gave them a good blow for 
practice. Tho boys gathered on the parade 
ground in larger numbers than usual and tried 
to waltz, with varying success. The “ Tweifth 
Regiment March,” by M. Diill, of the band, was 
played for the first time, and received applause 
without stint. 

The camp was again cleaned by guardhouse 
prisoners to-day. Five men of Company D at- 
tempted this morning to escape drill by linger- 
ing over police duty. They gained their point 
and lost their liberty. They will not, however, 
have a very heavy dose. 

Lieut. Zalinski, United States Army, was a 
visitor to the camp to-day.

CAUGHT AT LAST. 
pS Cee d 
A GLOVEMAKER ARRESTED FOR FORGERY 
COMMITTED IN BELGIUM. 

Almi De Schempfeleere, an ex-wholesale 
glovemaker of Sotteghem, Belgium, was ar- 
rested yesterday morning for forging drafts and 
bills of exchange to the amount of 90,000f. 
Coudert Brothers, as the attorneys in New- 
York for the Belgian Government, were 
asked by a cablegram three months ago 
to secure the arrest and extradition 
of De Schempfeleere. He was, so far 
as any information received on this side of the 
Atlantic shows, an extensive manufacturer of 


gloves in Sotteghem. Eugenie Copenello was 
one of his favorite girls, and although he was 
more than 30 years her senior, she bore him two 
children. De Schempfeleere got into difficulties 
about money, and tried to lift himself ont by 
torgery. He went at it on a large scale, and then 
prepared to skip to America. Taking Eugenie 
and her two children he reached New-York about 
16 months ago, presumably bringing the ‘pro- 
ceeds of his forgery with him. 

When it was known that De Schempfeleere 
was in this country, and the Coudert Brothers 
were asked to get him, United States Deputy 
Marshal Bernhardt was put in chargeof the 
ease.

He 
took the prisoner before Commissioner Osborn, 
who will hold an examination preparatory to 
getting extradition papers.

THE NEW MEMBERS OF THE BROOKLYN 
BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Mayor Whitney, of Brooklyn, created his 
first genuine surprise yesterday when he named 
15 members of the Board of Education, presum- 
ably on his own responsibility. The term is for 
three years from July 1. It was given out on 
Tuesday that he had determined to retain Presi- 
dent Payne and several other Democrats and, 
possibly, to appoint one or two ladies. He did 
neither of these things, but at 11 o’clock gave 
out these names: Horace Graves, Tunis G. 
Bergen, Rufus L. Scott, J. W. Wiggins, Jr., 


Charlies E. Teale, Parker P. Simmons, and Eben 
Miller, all reappointed, and James B. Bouck in 
paw of Eugene D. Berri, James Sweeney, M. 

., in place of Thomas J. Maujer, J. K. Powell, 
M. D., in place of Francis Ek. Dana, Hugh P. 
Lavelle in place of Edgar E. Griffiths, William 
Barthman in place of Robert B. Gardner, 
Adolph H. Getting in place of Louis E. Nicot, 
Peter H. McNulty in place of George E. Moul- 
ton, and D. W. Northup in place of Robert Payne. 

All the new men except Mr. Northup are Dem- 
ocrats and most of them are nothing more or 
less than ward politicians. Mr. Northupis a 
lawyer living in the Twenty-third Ward, who has 
been dabbling in politics for some time. His ap- 
pointment to succeed Payne was a genuine sur- 
prise. The latter is a Democrat and a brainy 
man, but he disagreed with the Mayor in regard 
to the appropriation made by the Board of Esti- 
mate for educational purposes. So did Francis 
E. Dana who, although a Democrat, had to 
get out to make room for Dr. J. - 
Powell, an unknown dentist in the 
Twenty-sixth Ward. Eugene D. Berri, another 
strong man, had to give way to J. B. Bouck, who 
is unknown outside the New-York Produce Ex- 
change. Those who were reappointed are fairly 
well known in local circles. They were opposed 
to the election of Mr. Payne to the Presidency a 
year ago. The other new-comers, Dr. J. B. 
Sweeney, Hugh P. Lavelle, William Barthman, 
Adolph H. Gething, and Peter H. MecNulty,.are 
unknown outside of their respective ward organ- 
izations. Mr. McNulty is a floor walker in a Ful- 
ton-street dry goods store. 

The general opinion is that the Mayor has 
made a mistake in allowing his personal preju- 
dices to get the better of his habitual sagacity. 


‘One Democratic politician said: ‘The retirement 


of Payne, Dana, and Nicot was a step in the 
wrong direction. They were among the best 
men in the board, constituting an element that 
has been sadly needed of late. Looking over 
the appointments you can see that Payne's 
friends are the ones retired, and those 
retained are the men who wanted 
Tunis G, Bergen re-elected President last year. 
Failing in that they fixed upon Postmaster Hen- 
drix as second choice. In my opinion these new 
appointments mean Hendrix’s elevation to the 
Presidency and the deposition of Secretary D. 
W. Tallmadge in favor of George G. Brown, now 
bond clerk’in the Controller's office.” 

Mayor Whitney assured a reporter that there 
was no politics in hisaction. He thought 
Payne, Nicot, Dana, and the rest had been in 
long enough. As forthe women, he had never 
thought they were important enougn to treat 
withina political sense. The new board will 
stand 14 Republicans to 21 Democrats.

All maps, plans, models, 
books, and papers relating to the construction 
and location of electrical conductors, conduits, 
or subways, and all of the board’s official papers 
of any kind are directed to be turned over to the 
Board of Electrical Control. 

The members of the commission are requested 
to meet in the Mayor's office on or before July 5, 
at 3:30 o'clock, for the purpose of receiving 
official papers and transacting all necessary busi- 
ness. Commissioner Hess said yesterday that 
the members of the board had already received 
a considerable sum of money for their services, 
but that there was a balance due them which 
should now be settled, as the board would soon 
cease to exist.

A STATE CLAIM FOR TAXES 


LESISTED BY THE MORRIS AND 
ESSEX RAILROAD. 

AN ANSWER FILED IN WHICH ALLEGA- 
TIONS OF FRAUD ARE DENIED—THE 
ROAD’S POSITION. 

TRENTON, N. J., June 29.—Messrs. Bedle, 
Muirhead, and McGee, counsel for the Morris and 
Essex Railroad Company, and the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad Company, its 
lessee, have just filed the answer to the claim of 
the State of New-Jersey for alleged taxes in 
arrears amounting to something like $1,000,000, 
The answer starts out with a history of the road 
from the passage by the Legislature in 1835 of 
an act granting the company its charter. The 
lease to the Delaware, Lackawanna.and West- 
ern Road bears the Date Dec. 10, 1868, and 
under it the lessee took possession Jan. 1, 1869. 
Previous to the lease the railroad had been ex- 
tended tothe Hudson River and Phillipsburg, 
but the Boonton branch had not then been con- 
structed. Atthe time of the passage of the sup- 
plement of March 23, 1865, the road had not 
been constructed to Phillipsburg. The work was 
then only in progress. 

The Morris and Essex was at that time a local 
road, which had been building it branches trom 
point to point, depending upon local influence 
and revenue, but expecting when it reached 
Phillipsburg to form a connection with roads in 
Pennsylvania, and thereby reach the coal fields 
of that State. The Morris and Essex previous 


tothe supplement of 1865 had not reached a 
point where it was either able or liable to pay 
any tax under the fifteenth section ofits char- 
ter. Inallits early history it was known as a 
feeble company, struggling to maintain and ex- 
tend itself for local accommodation with nar- 
row and inadequate means. When the charter 
Was passed it was probable that such would be 
the case, and the original tax provision was 
therefore passed. Counsel quote an extract 
trom the opinion of Justice Potts, of the Su- 
preme Court of this State, in a case decided in 
1852, to indicate the purpose of the Legislature 
in enacting section 15, referred to above. Jus- 
tic Potts said: 


“There can be no doubt that the Legislature in- 
tended to exempt the company’s property from tax- 
ation until the improvement it was chartered to ac- 
complish should become remunerative; that is, until 
the road should enable the stockholders to divide 7 
per cent. upon their outlay.” 

Previous to 1862, say counsel, no attempt was 
made by the officials of the State to clgim from 
the company any tax by virtue of this section, 
and from that time there has been no such in- 
sistment till the present year. In point of fact, 
from the time of the incorporation of the road 
up to the passage of the supplement of 1865 its 
net proceeds never amounted to a sufficient sum 
to make the company liable to any tax under the 
tifteenth section, and ail allegations to tre con- 
trary in the claim of the State are denied by 
these companies. Counsel review the legislation 
and litigation of the company up to 1865 and 
answer theclaim of the State previous to the 
supplement of that year substantially as fol- 
LOWS: 

First—The contract in the supplement was a com- 
plete adjustment of all matters of taxation between 
the State and the company previous to that time, 
and the State is precluded from any claim back of 
the approval of that supplement. 

Second—The claim of the State is unjust, because 
of the fact of the lease, its validation by the Legislat- 
ure, the death of all those who were familiar with 
the management of the company coreriog the period 
ot the claim, and the inability of the lessee to ascer- 
tain all the facts with reference thereto. 

The State had claimed that for the years suc- 
ceeding the passage of the supplement of 1865 
the company had made returns to the State tor 
the purpose of taxation, but that the returns 
were fraudulent, and the tax based on them was 
thousands of dollars short of what should have 
been: assessed. To this the company, through 
their counsel, make answer that the appearance 
of fraud arises from a mistake made by the 
State authorities as to the respective years for 
which the returns were made. A vital error, 
they say, in regard to the first payment by 
the company, arises on the part of the 
State from the fact that the claim tiled assumes 
that the report upon which the payment of tax 
should be made was the one contemporaneous 
with the payment, instead of that of a year pre- 
vious. The companies say that in the first pay- 
ment the State received at least all that 1t was 
entitled to. Each payment subsequent to the 
first would, according to law, become due annu- 
ally thereafter, but only upon the report made a 
year preceding thereto. There would, of course, 
be a payment each year of the tax, but it would 
be estimated upon the report of ayear preceding, 
and not upon a reportof the year ending con- 
temporaneously with the payments. 

Counsel then proceed to take up each year’s 
payment to show that it was accurate. The 
company hold that in all essential particulars 
their reports gave the State at least all that it 
can lawtully require as a basis of taxation, and 
in many of the years more than it was entitled 
to. The State, they hold, had ample power un- 
der the laws both to investigate and to sue for 
any taxes believed to be due, The companies, in 
conclusion, deny all charges contained in the 
claim of the State, and insist that itis in all re- 
spects without foundation in fact or in law.

The 
quantity of cash wheat available to deliver on 
June contracts now in New-York amounts to 
1,713,809 bushels and is held by the Edward 
Cottrell clique, represented by McIntyre and 
Wardwell. 

There was no trading in cash wheat beyond a 
few car lots at $1, although $1 04 was bid for a 
boatload. No. 2 red has sold as low as 88 cents 
during the month, and itis suspected that some 
of the shorts sold heavily at that figure. The 
Exchange will adjourn over from Saturday un- 
til Tuesday.

HE 18S A SMART BOY. 
Patrolman Sweeney, of the Twenty-first 
Precinct, on Tuesday night arrested John Mur-

SAMUEL ROTH’S DEATH. 


HOW WERE EIGHT OF HIS RIBS FRACT- 
URED AT WARD'S ISLAND ? 


Deputy Coroner Scholer yesterday held 
an autopsy on the remains of Samuel Roth, who 
died in the Ward’s Island Insane Asylum on Sat- 
urday last under suspicious circumstances. 
Roth was a Hungarian, and by trade a shoe- 
maker. He was 46 years old. He was taken to 
the insane pavilion of Bellevue Hospitalon June 
7, and four days later was sent to the Ward’s 
Island Insane Asylum, where he died at the end 
of two weeks. The cause of death was at that 
time given as general paresis, contributing to 
three broken ribs. Deputy Coroner Scholer’s 
autopsy disclosed the facts that the body was 
much emaciated, that eight ribs were badly fract- 


ured, and that there were abrasions on both 
knees, both eipows, and other pic of the body. 
Corover Scholer ascribes death to general 
paresis. 

Superintendent Trautman, of the asylum, ex- 
onerates the hospital attendants from all blame 
in the matter of Roth’s death. Roth, he said, 
was brought to Ward’s Island when in the last 
stages of the disease known as general paresis. 
His death was only a matter of a few weeks in 
any case. He had good attention, but as is usual 
in the cases of patients suffering from his disease, 
the Superintendent said he was very restless and 
continually tried to climb over the boards which 
were fastened around his ped to keep him from 
falling out. His legs below the knee were com- 
pletely paralyzed, but that did not prevent his 
crawling about the bed and endeavoring to climb 
over the boards. Dr. Trautman says that while 
the attendant’s buck was turned Roth was ac- 
customed to climb upon the bed board, and on 
one occasion fell upon the floor fracturing sever- 
al of his ribs and othorwise bruising and injuring 
himself. 

The report of Night Attendant Browne, who 
had Roth’s case in charge at the time of the al- 
leged falling out of bed, 1s interesting as furnish- 
ing some queer discrepancies to the results re- 
vealed by the Coroner’s examination and to that 
ot Dr. G. B. Hathaway, one of the house staff. 
Browne states that the patient (Roth) was rest- 
less several times during the night of June 22, 
when the injuries were received, and getting out 
of bed drew himself over the bed board and 
scraped his stomach, causing several scratches 
to appear. As to the other bruises, Browne 
Says in his non-committ&l report: ‘I would re- 
fer you (Dr. Hathaway] to the day report of 
June 11, the day of the patient’s admission to 
tho hospital.” 

Dr. Hathaway’s statement, however, contains 
nothing about bruises received on the day of 
the patient’s admission, but refers to bruises 
over the abdomen and lower border of the ribs, 
‘‘which,” he says, ‘it 1s supposed the patient 
received by scraping his stomach against the 
bed board in his attempts to get on the floor.” 
The ductor then asserts that the patient suc- 
ceeded in his attempts and fell twice. Dr. 
Hathaway goes on to state that, to his knowl- 
edge, the patient had no symptoms of internal 
injuries and dia not complain of pain. In the 
very next sentence of his report, however, Dr. 
Hathaway contradicts his former statement by 
saying that the sixth, seventh, eighth, and prob- 
ably ninth ribs on the left side were fractured. 
The doctor concludes his somewhat contradic- 
tory report by stating that the patient was very 
restless and required the constant administra- 
tion of sedatives. Death, he says, was due to 
general paresis. 

The ditferences of opinion in regard to the 
number of rib fractures and the character of the 
bruises sustained by the patient Roth, as re- 
vealed by the statements of the night attendant, 
Dr. Hathaway, and Superintendent Trautman, 
who found onlyathree ribs broken, should be 
compared with the results revealed in the Coro- 
ner’s autopsy in order to obtain a clear view of 
the loose manner of doing things which appar- 
ently Y pigs in the insane hospital on Wara’s 
Island. 

Roth’s body was taken to the Morgue on Mon- 
day. The reason that a permit to remove the 
body was not given to Mrs. Roth by the Board 
of Charities and Correction before was that the 
Commissioners were awaiting the action of the 
Coroner. ‘As soon as the autopsy was com- 
pleted Mrs. Roth was allowed to take the body, 
which was yesterday afternoon interred at the 
Lutheran Cemetery. 


CAUSE. 


HATTIE DEVINE MORTALLY WOUNDED 
BY A YACHT STEWARD. 

A fatal shooting affair which had no ap- 
parent cause occurred iu a disorderly house at 
2 James-street yesterday morning. The assail- 
ant, Andrew Matson, is a steward on the yacht 
Mischief, and the victim is known as Hattie 
Devine. Matson became acquainted with Hat- 
tie about four days ago. On Tuesday night 
Matson retired to a room with the woman. 
About 7:20 o’clock yesterday morning threé pis- 
tol shots, followed by a woman’s shriek, aroused 
the other inmates of the house. 

Hattie Devine was seen standing in the door- 
way of her room with her night clothing - satu- 


rated with blood. Behind her stood Matson. He 
seemed dazed, and repeated several times “Iam 
sorry;.I am sorry.” The woman offered no ex- 
planation of what had taken place. A police- 
man was called and Matson submitted to arrest 
very quietly. On the way to the police station 
Matson told the officer that he didn’t know why 
he had shot the girl. They had never quarreled, 
and he thought a great deal of her. He guessed 
he must have been crazy. Matson appeared to 
have been on a protracted debaueh. 

Hattie Devine was taken to the Chambers- 
Street Hospital, where it was found that she 
had been shot twice in the back, between the 
shoulder biades, and once in theright side. All 
three bullets had taken an upward range and 
penetrated the lungs, making the injuries mor- 
tal. The woman was about 23 years old. She 
said she had been married seven years ago to a 
man named Ramon Kisseso, who deserted her 
aud went to Key West six monthsage. Two 
months later a baby was born to her, and she 
had been compelled to enter upon a life of 
shame in order to support it and herself... She 
only knew Matson by the name of ‘ Andy.” 
There had never been any differences 
between them, and she knew of no Cause for the 
shooting. They had been on the best of terms 
on Tuesday night, but when she went to get out 
of bed yesterday morning Matson suddenly 
drew a small revolver from under his pillow and 
shot her. She asked him, ‘‘ Whatdid you shoot 
me for Andy ?” and he replied, ** For nothing; I 
meant to kill you.” Hattie said she then grap- 
pled with him and succeeded in taking the pistol 
away and threw it through the fanlight into the 
next room. 

Matson was examined before Justice White 
and committed to the Tombs to await the result 
of his victim’s injuries. Heis a Russian Finn 
about 32 yearsof age. He simply said he shot 
the young woman because she wanted to get up 
too soon.

OPPOSED TO THE DIVIDEND. 

The suit of Deborah, Albert E., and Na- 
thaniel D. Powers, of Lansingburg, N. Y., to 
enjoin the President and Directors of the Rich- 
mond and Danville Railroad Company and the 
Central Trust Company, of this city, as the 
financial agents of the railroad company, from 
paying the 3 per cent. dividend on the preferred 


stock which was voted a few days ago and made 
payable July 1, came up before Judge Lawrence 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, the 
question being whether the temporary injunction 
which was granted on Tuesday should be made 
permanent, or should be dissolved. Elihu Root 
and Theron H, Strong appeared for the Powers, 
and William N. Cohen for the railroad and the 
trust company. 

The Powers are the owners of $56,000 debent- 
ure bonds of the railroad company, upon which 
interest has not beea paid sinee April 1, 1883, 
and they claim that any spare cash of which the 
railroad company may be possessed ought to be 
devoted to paying their overdue interest money 
before the stockholders rejoice in dividends. By 
the conditions printed on the face of the debent- 
ure bonds they say the net earnings of the road 
were first to be used to paying the interest there- 
on, and the declaration of this dividend was a 
gross violation of the compact between the 
company and its debenture bondholders. In re- 
ply Mr. Cohen argued that the dividend would 
not be paid out of the net earnings of the road, 
but out of the proceeds of the sale of certain 
stocks and bonds of the company, which by the 
terms of the debenture mortgage the Directors 
of the railroad were expressly permitted to sell 
and dispose of the proceeds as they might see 
tit. Judge Lawrence reserved his decision,

AIDING THE BRICKMAKERS, 

A meéting of the brickmakers who are to 
aid the brickmakers of Verplanck’s Point in 
their resistance of the demands made by the 
Knights of Labor was held yesterday at the Cos- 
mopolitan Hotel, Mr. James A. Whitbeck pre- 
siding. It was reported to the meeting that the 


proposition made by the manufacturers to the 
employes in Verplanck’s Point to pay the 
same rates of wages paid in all other 
laces had been still treated with contempt. 
he Secretary reported the list of towns in 
which brick manufacturers had agreed to con- 
tribute to the fund to be used in aiding the Ver- 
planck’s Point manufaeturers in resisting the 
strike. The list included North Windsor, Haver- 
straw, Verplanck’s Point, Fishkill, Glascoe, 
Rondout, Croton, Hackensack, and Staten 
Island, representing an aggregute manufacture 
of 588,000,000 brick, upon whichit has been 
agreed to pay 2 cents per 1,000 by Aug. 1, anda 
second equal assessment if further aid is needed 
by the Verplanck mannfacturers, 

it is hoped to raise the amount of brick repre- 
sented to 750,000,000 by the next meeting, 
which will occur at the Cosmopolitan Hotel 
July 13. The manufacturers of Sayresville have 
not yetsignedthe agreement to contribute to 
the fund, but the firm of Fisher & Sayres will 
subseribe $600. The brick manufacturing inter- 
est generally acknowledges that the fight being 
made by the Verplanck manufacturers is of the 
greatest importance to them aij, and they feel 
bound to support them, The total fund con-, 
tributed will probably amount to $30,000, ry
